Terms  and  Conditions  of  Sale 

I  This  is  a  public  auction  and  mail-bid  sale  held  by  Heritage  Numismatic  Auctions,  Inc.  a  licensed  and  bonded  auctioneer  (the  "Auctioneer).  Although  the  Auc¬ 
tioneer  may  not  withdraw  any  lot  after  a  call  for  bids  has  been  made  with  respect  to  that  lot,  the  consignor  of  the  property  included  in  the  lot  may  bid  on 
and  purchase  the  lot  at  the  auction  sale  for  his  own  account.  Notice  of  the  consignor’s  liberty  to  bid  is  hereby  made  in  accordance  with  Article  2  of  the  Texas 
Uniform  Commercial  Code.  The  purchase  of  a  lot  by  consignor’s  bid  shall  obligate  such  consignor  or  pay  a  fee  to  the  auctioneer. 

2.  The  highest  bidder  acknowledged  by  Auctioneer  shall  he  the  buyer.  In  the  event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  Auctioneer  may  at  his  sole  discretion  imme¬ 

diately  put  the  lot  up  for  sale  again.  The  Auctioneer’s  decision  shall  be  final  and  binding  upon  all  bidders. 

3.  A  buyer’s  premium  equal  to  10%  of  the  successful  bid  price  will  be  added  to  each  invoice,  unless  the  purchase  is  made  by  a  consignor’s  bid  on  the  consignor’s 

property  in  which  case  a  separate  fee  may  be  added.  The  premium  and  the  fee  are  payable  by  the  buyer  as  part  of  the  total  purchase  price. 

4.  All  bids  are  to  be  per  lot  as  numbered  in  this  catalog,  and  no  lots  will  be  broken.  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  group  two  or  more  lots  together  and  to 

withdraw,  prior  to  a  call  for  bids,  any  lot  or  lots  from  the  sale.  Bids  will  be  accepted  in  whole  dollar  amounts  only. 

5.  All  sales  are  strictly  for  cash  in  United  States  dollars  (no  credit  cards  accepted)  and  are  due  and  payable  immediately  upon  receipt  of  the  auction  invoice  or  if  pay¬ 
ment  is  to  be  made  at  the  auction  sale,  simultaneously  with  receipt  of  the  coins.  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  void  a  sale  if  payment  in  full  of  the  in¬ 
voice  is  not  received  by  the  Auctioneer  within  15  days  after  the  date  of  the  invoice.  Lots  delivered  in  the  State  of  Texas  and  Florida  are  subject  to  all 
applicable  state  and  local  taxes,  unless  appropriate  permits  are  on  file  with  us.  Shipping,  handling,  and  transit  insurance  charges  will  be  added  to  invoices  for  the 
lots  delivered  by  mail.  Overseas  buyers  must  furnish  their  own  insurance  during  shipment. 

6.  If  the  auction  invoice(s)  submitted  by  the  Auctioneer  is  not  paid  in  full  when  due,  the  unpaid  balance  will  bear  interest  at  the  highest  rate  permitted  by  law  until 
paid,  and  if  the  Auctioneer  refers  the  invoice(s)  to  an  attorney  for  collection,  the  buyer  agrees  to  pay  attorney’s  fees,  court  costs,  and  other  collection  costs  in¬ 
curred  by  the  auctioneer,  including  reimbursement  for  the  time  spent  by  attorneys  employed  by  Auctioneer  or  its  affiliates  in  the  collecting  of  the  debt,  at  a  rate 
comparable  to  the  hourly  rate  of  independent  attorneys.  The  courts  of  Dallas  County,  Texas  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  and  venue  over  any  suit  initiated  by 
the  Auctioneer  to  collect  delinquent  invoice(s),  and  all  bidders  consent  to  in  person  jurisdiction  of  the  courts  of  the  State  of  Texas.  In  the  event  that  a  bidder’s 
payment  is  dishonored  or  not  made  timely.  Bidder  shall  pay  the  maximum  statutory  processing  fees  and  late  charges  set  by  applicable  state  law. 

7.  Mail  bidders  who  have  not  previously  established  credit  must  furnish  satisfactory  references  well  in  advance  of  the  sale  date,  or  send  a  deposit  of  25%  of  their  bids 
which  is  applicable  to  purchases.  Any  portion  of  such  deposit  not  used  will  be  promptly  refunded  after  the  sale. 

8.  All  bidders  who  have  mailing  addresses  outside  the  United  States  of  America,  the  Territories  of  the  USA,  Canada  or  Mexico,  or  have  addresses  through  the  U.S. 
Military,  must  deposit  with  the  Auctioneer  25%  of  the  total  amount  hid  in  United  States  dollars.  Any  portion  of  such  deposit  not  used  will  be  promptly  refunded 
after  the  sale.  Also,  persons  who  have  APO  or  FPO  box  numbers  must  deposit  25%. 

9.  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  require  payment  in  full  before  delivery  of  the  merchandise  to  the  buyer.  Bidder  personally  guarantees  payment  of  all  suc¬ 
cessful  bid,  and  if  a  corporation,  an  officer  or  principal  in  the  corporation  agrees  to  personally  guarantee  such  payment.  Title  shall  not  pass  to  the  successful 
bidder  until  all  invoices  are  paid  in  full.  It  is  the  responsibility  of  the  buyer  to  provide  adequate  insurance  coverage  for  the  coins  once  they  are  in  his  possession. 
Risk  of  loss  shall  be  homed  by  the  buyer  following  shipment  of  the  coins. 

10.  The  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  refuse  to  honor  any  bid  or  to  limit  the  amount  of  any  bid  which,  in  his  opinion,  is  not  submitted  in  "Good  Faith",  or.  as  the 
case  dictates,  is  not  supported  by  satisfactory  credit  references,  as  the  Auctioneer  in  its  sole  discretion  shall  determine.  A  bid  is  considered  not  made  in  "Good 
Faith"  when  it  is  made  by  an  insolvent  or  irresponsible  person,  or  a  person  under  the  age  of  eighteen.  Regardless  of  the  disclosure  of  his  indentity.  any  bid  by  a 
consignor  or  his  agent  is  deemed  to  be  made  in  "Good  Faith".  In  the  event  a  successful  bidder  fails  to  pay  all  amounts  due,  the  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  re¬ 
sell  the  merchandise  and  the  buyer  agrees  to  pay  for  the  reasonable  costs  of  such  a  sale,  including  a  10%  seller’s  commission,  and  also  to  pay  any  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  resale  price  and  the  price  of  his  previously  successful  bid. 

I I  The  Auctioneer  shall  have  a  lien  against  the  merchandise  purchased  by  the  buyer  and  any  other  property  of  the  buyer  then  held  by  the  Auctioneer  to  se¬ 
cure  payment  of  the  auction  invoice(s)  and  any  other  amounts  due  the  Auctioneer  from  the  buyer,  with  respect  to  which  the  Auctioneer  shall  have  all  the 
rights  of  a  secured  credit  under  Article  9  of  the  Texas  Uniform  Commercial  Code.  In  addition,  with  respect  to  payment  of  the  auction  invoice(s),  the  buyer 
waives  any  and  all  rights  of  offset  he  might  otherwise  have  against  the  Auctioneer  and  the  consignor  of  the  merchandise  included  on  the  invoice. 

12  The  Auctioneer  shall  have  the  right  to  offset  the  unpaid  amount  of  any  auction  invoices(s)  against  any  amount  then  due  to  the  buver  by  the  Auctioneer  or 
affiliates  of  the  Auctioneer. 

13.  No  buy  or  unlimited  bids  will  be  accepted.  Mail/FAX  bidders  will  be  awarded  lots  at  approximately  a  5-10%  advance  over  the  second  highest  bid.  No  additional 
commission  (except  for  the  buyer’s  premium)  is  charged  for  executing  mail  or  FAX  bids. 

14.  The  Auctioneer  cannot  be  responsible  for  your  errors  in  bidding,  so  check  your  bid  sheet  carefully.  When  identical  mail  or  FAX  bids  are  submitted,  preference  is 
given  to  the  first  received.  If  a  mail/FAX  bidder  and  a  floor  bidder  have  called  identical  bids,  the  decision  of  the  Auctioneer  and  declaration  of  the  winning  bid¬ 
der  is  final.  The  Auctioneer  is  not  responsible  for  executing  mail  bids  received  on  or  after  the  day  the  first  lot  is  sold,  nor  is  the  Auctioneer  responsible  for 
proper  execution  of  bids  submitted  by  telephone,  nor  mail  bids  submitted  in  person  once  the  auction  begins.  To  insure  the  greatest  accuracy,  your  bids  should 
be  entered  on  the  standard  bid  sheet  form  and  be  received  at  the  Auctioneer’s  place  of  business  at  least  two  business  days  in  advance  of  the  sale  date.

For  the  same  reason  as  stated  above,  the  Auctioneer  reserves  the  right  to  grade  coins  differently  than  the  grades  shi  iwn  in 
the  catalog  should  such  coins  be  reconsigned  to  any  future  auction. 


No  lots  may  be  returned  without  a  written  request  by  the  successful  bidder  and  the  written  approval  of  the  Auctioneer.  In  the  unlikely  event  of  returning  a  lot, 
the  mail  bidder  must  notify  Bryan  Renfro  in  writing  of  the  bidder’s  intent,  and  such  notice  must  be  mailed  within  three  (3)  days  of  the  mail  bidder’s  receipt  of  the 
lot.  Any  lot  that  is  to  be  returned  (for  any  reason  other  than  authenticity)  must  be  received  in  our  offices  within  30  days  from  the  date  of  sale.  AFTER  THAT 
30  DAY  PERIOD,  NO  LOTS  MAY  BE  RETURNED  FOR  REASONS  OTHER  THAN  LACK  OF  AUTHENTICITY.  No  Certified  Coins  may  be  re¬ 
turned  because  of  possible  differences  of  opinion  with  respect  to  the  grade  offered  by  any  third-part  organization,  dealer,  or  service.  There  are  absolutely  n 
exceptions  to  this  policy.  Lots  returned  must  be  housed  intact  in  the  original  holder.  No  lots  purchased  by  floor  bidders  may  be  returned  (including  those  bidders 
acting  as  agents  for  others).  Late  remittance  for  purchases  may  be  considered  just  cause  to  revoke  all  return  privileges. 


1 7.  Some  of  the  coins  in  this  sale  may  have  been  graded  by  the  Numismatic  Certification  Institute  (NCI,  and  affiliate  of  the  Auctioneer). 


The  grading  standards  reflected  in  the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  (CD N)  are  stricter  than  NCI’s  and,  accordingly,  CDN  prices  in  general  significantly 
overstate  the  wholesale  value  of  NCI  graded  coins.  The  Certified  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  (CCDN),  P.O.  Box  1 1099,  Torrance,  CA  90510  is  a  better 
wholesale  reference  for  NCI  certified  coins  than  the  CDN. 


Although  consensus  grading  is  employed  by  most  grading  services,  it  should  be  noted  as  a  foresaid  that  grading  is  not  an  exact  science.  In  fact,  it  is  entirely 
possible  that  if  a  coin  was  broken  out  of  a  plastic  holder  and  was  resubmitted  to  another  grading  service  or  even  the  same  service,  the  coin  could  come  back 
a  different  grade. 

Certification  does  not  guarantee  protection  against  the  normal  risks  associated  with  potentially  volatile  markets. 

The  degree  of  liquidity  for  certified  coins  will  vary  according  to  general  market  conditions  and  the  particular  coin  involved.  For  some  coins  there  may  be  no  ac¬ 
tive  market  at  all  at  certain  points  in  time.

Only  65,000  were  stmek  and  proofs  are  much  easier  to  locate  than 
high-grade  business  strikes.  In  the  past  dull  proofs  have  been  offered  as 
business  strikes,  but  genuine  business  strikes  can  be  distinguished  by 
the  date  which  slants  markedly  downward  with  the  2  noticeably  closer 
to  the  rim  than  the  1 .  So  it  is  with  this  coin,  yet  the  fields  are  reflective 
and  fully  stmek  making  one  think  at  first  glance  that  this  might  be  a 
proof.  Most  business  strikes  also  show  several  die  cracks  around  the 
rims,  but  this  coin  does  not  have  any  of  these,  presumably  this  was  one 
of  the  first  coins  off  the  dies,  struck  before  they  cracked.  The  surfaces 
are  free  from  carbon  spotting  and  show  much  original  red  with  steely- 
blue  accents  on  the  highpoints  of  the  design  as  well  as  scattered 
through  the  fields.

318  1815/12  Fine  12.  0-101,  R.2.  While  the  mintage  for  1815  halves  is 

low  with  only  47,150  pieces  struck  and  should  be  reason  enough  to 
explain  the  date’s  rarity,  the  chief  reason  this  date  is  so  rare  and  valuable 
has  to  do  with  there  being  only  one  die  variety  known  for  the  year.  The 
fact  that  there  is  only  one  variety  makes  the  date  required  by  collectors 
of  both  date  sets  as  well  as  variety  collectors.

Originals  are  of  the  highest  rarity, 
so  much  so  that  it  may  he  that  mint  officials  did  not  believe  any  had 
been  struck  and  in  1858-59  produced  an  undetermined  (but  small) 
number  of  restrikes  with  a  centered  date.  The  discovery  coin  for  the 
originals  was  not  auctioned  until  1883  when  the  Jenks  Collection  was 
sold.  It  is  estimated  that  perhaps  40-50  proofs  (restrikes)  were  minted 
in  the  late  1850s,  but  nowhere  near  that  many  are  believed  to  exist 
today. 

This  piece  is  not  encapsulated  because  the  surfaces  have  been 
polished.  It  is  thoroughly  brilliant  and  shows  no  obvious  contact  marks, 
just  extensive  hairlining  across  both  sides.  Still,  it  retains  much  ot  the 
charm  and  desirability  that  all  survivors  ot  this  issue  possess  and  should 
please  a  date  collector  who  is  not  nxi  particular  about  condition.

There  is  certainly  nothing  monstrous  about  this  coin  in  the 
traditional  sense,  but  it  is  a  wondrous  proof  with  intense  white  on  black  cameoed 
surfaces.  The  fields  and  devices  are  free  from  even  the  slightest  superficial  imperfections, 
the  brilliance  of  the  coin  leaving  nowhere  for  a  contact  mark  or  hairline  to  hide.  The 
collector  who  originally  consigned  this  coin  to  the  1989  sale  spent  15  years  looking  for 
a  gem  proof  for  his  set.  This  coin  is  obviously  of  the  greatest  rarity  and  importance  to 
the  Morgan  specialist  and  should  be  viewed  by  anyone  interested  in  this  popular  series

While  soft  on  the  8  in  the  date  (as  usual), 
the  central  striking  details  on  the  obverse  are  quite  strong  for  the  issue. 
An  original  coin  with  clean  surfaces  that  have  taken  on  an  attractive 
golden-orange  and  steely-  blue  patina.  A  scarce  Type  Two  dollar  that 
Trends  $675  in  XF  40.  $1200  in  AU  50  (2/24). 

447  1855-0  Type  Two  EF  45.  A  scarcer  mintmarked  Type  Two  gold  dollar 
and  one  that  is  much  better  stnick  than  most  examples  of  this  issue. 
Reddish-olive  color  over  both  sides  and  only  showing  one  tiny  pinprick 
abrasion  on  the  cheek  of  Liberty.  Trends  $700  in  XF  40,  $1250  in  AU 
50(5/18). 

448  1856-S  Type  Two  XF  45.  Double  S  variety.  A  very  scarce  gold  dollar 
and  among  the  rarest  of  all  Type  Two  issues.  The  mintage  was  a  scant 
24,600  pieces  and  very  few  survive  today  in  any  grade.  This  is  a  very 
pleasing  coin  for  the  grade  with  clean  surfaces  and  attractive  reddish- 
golden  color.

Sharply  struck  and  problem-free,  the  surfaces 
have  taken  on  a  rich  coppery  and  steel-blue  color  that,  when  added  to 
the  prooflike  fields,  make  this  coin  seem  conservatively  graded.

Formerly  sold  as  lot  473  (flip  accompanies)  of  the  Winter 
Collection  (Stack’s,  1/74),  where  it  was  described  in  part  as,  "...High 
wire  edges.  Sharp  strike.  Superior  to  the  Scanlon  coin  which  realized 
almost  double  Guidebook  back  in  October  1973."  Trends  $1 700  (5/18).

1796  No  Stars  Quarter  Eagle  From  The  Yarmouth  Type  Collection 


459  1  796  Without  Stars  on  Obverse  VF  10/40.  Breen- 1  This  rare,  key  date  coin  is  also  from  the  comprehensive  Yarmouth  Type  Collection.  Formerly  sold  as  lot 

16  of  the  Frederick  B.  Taylor  Auction  (B&M,  3/87 ).  We  can  add  little  to  the  description  of  the  coin  from  that  auction,  so  we  quote  here  the  cataloger’s  comments 
in  their  entirety: 

"Surfaces  are  mildly  reflective.  Overall  the  planchet  is  remarkably  attractive  and  problem  free,  though  there  is  a  tiny  depression- like  defect  (obviously  mint 
caused)  beneath  the  upper  left  loon  of  the  9  at  the  date  and  another  indented  line  in  the  right  obverse  field  (resembling  a  lint  mark).  Characteristic  of  this 
extremely  rare  variety,  there  is  weakness  at  the  centers  and  the  right  rim. 

The  design  is  by  Robert  Scot,  utilizing  his  beautiful  head  of  Liberty  wearing  a  Phrygian  cap  (symbolizing  freedom).  The  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  was  introduced 
with  this  denomination,  and  in  the  following  year  was  implemented  on  other  gold  coins. 

Only  one  obverse  die  was  used  to  strike  all  coins  without  stars.  Just  961  are  reported  struck  (probably  in  late  1 796  and  possibly  into  early  1 797),  after  which 
the  format  was  changed  by  the  addition  of  16  stars  (intended  to  represent  the  16  states  then  in  the  Union).  The  Without  Stars  variety  maintains  classic  status, 
not  only  because  of  its  place  as  the  first  quarter  eagle,  but  also  as  a  fundamental  type  that  is  required  in  order  to  complete  a  set  of  quarter  eagle  designs.  Surviving 
coins  are  estimated  to  number  around  40,  of  which  this  is  one  of  the  more  attractive  and  desirable  specimens." 

The  coin  realized  $16,000  in  the  Taylor  Auction  five  years  ago.  Trends  values  today  for  this  rare  coin  are  $19,500  in  VF  20  and  $32,500  in  XF  40  (5/18).  (photo)

reverse.  There  are  a  couple  of  faint  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse 
rim,  hut  these  are  so  trivial  that  they  can  hardly  he  called  a  distraction.

461  1808  AU  50.  The  1808  quarter  eagle  is  one  of  the  more  famous  and 

desirable  of  all  U.S.  gold  coins,  mostly  because  of  its  one  year  of  type 
status.  Rut  the  1 808  is  also  a  rare,  low  mintage  coin  with  an  output  of 
only  2,710  pieces.  This  combination  of  one  year  type  and  low  mintage 
is  enough  to  insure  this  issue  a  permanent  place  as  one  of  the  classics 
in  United  States  coinage. 

This  coin  is  definitely  above  average  for  the  type,  the  usually  seen 
coin  is  VF  or  low-end  XF.  This  is  a  pleasing  AU  with  tiny  bits  of  luster 
still  to  be  found  around  the  outer  portions  of  the  design  on  each  side. 
The  strike  is  very  sharp  on  both  the  figure  of  Liberty  as  well  as  the  eagle. 
However,  as  always  the  rims  are  softly  impressed  and  most  of  the  stars 
indistinct.  There  are  no  surface  marks  of  any  consequence  on  either 
side,  and  the  overall  "look"  of  the  coin  is  quite  good.  One  of  the

462  1821  EF  45.  Cleaned.  In  spite  of  a  cleaning  done  some  years  ago,  this 

coin  still  has  a  considerable  amount  of  zip  with  its  deeply  prooflike 
fields  and  fully  detailed  strike.  As  with  all  early  quarter  eagles,  this  is  a 
very  scarce  coin  in  any  grade  as  only  two  or  three  dozen  are  believed 
to  exist  today  in  all  grades  out  of  the  original  mintage  of  6,448  pieces,

463  1824  VF  20.  Repaired.  A  low  grade  and  more  affordable  example  of 

this  very  scarce  type.  The  1824  has  the  second  lowest  mintage  in  the 
series  and  only  80  or  so  pieces  are  believed  to  exist  in  all  grades.  The 
right  obverse  field  appears  to  have  been  smoothed  and  some  crude 
re-engraving  was  done  to  create  an  ear  for  Liberty  and  to  distinguish 
the  bottom  of  the  band  on  which  the  word  LIBERTY  is  inscribed.

464  1825  Distant  Fraction  AU  58.  While  one  of  the  more  available 

examples  of  the  type,  this  statement  significantly  distorts  the  true  rarity 
of  such  a  coin  as  the  1825  quarter  eagle.  The  estimated  number  of 
survivors  range  from  a  low  of  30-50  to  a  high  of  as  many  as  90  examples 
in  all  grades.  Whatever  the  true  number,  it  is  a  very  rare  and- important 
19th  century  gold  coin  that  is  seldom  seen  in  any  condition. 

While  often  found  with  weak  details  on  the  head,  this  com  is  fully 
struck  on  the  obverse  with  just  the  slightest  softness  on  the  eagle 
around  the  shield.  The  surfaces  are  bright  with  prooflike  fields  and  the 
only  abrasions  of  note  are  one  on  the  throat  of  Liberty  and  another 
small  one  on  the  eagle's  left  leg.  A  very  pleasing  example  of  a  near-mint 
state  Capped  Head  quarter  eagle,  (photo) 


465  1 830  VF  30.  Another  rare  issue  from  the  Capped  Head  quarter  eagle 

series.  This  date  is  of  similar  scarcity  to  others  in  the  senes  with  an 
estimated  75-85  coins  believed  to  exist  in  all  grades.  This  coin  was  the 
representative  type  piece  tor  the  modified  Kneass  Capped  Heads 
(1829-34)  from  the  complete  Yarmouth  Collection.  Its  surfaces  are 
very  attractive  and  they  show  moderate  wear  and  the  strike  is  even 
throughout.  Only  4,540  pieces  were  struck  and  most  were  melted 
during  the  1820s  and  on  into  the  mid  1830s  when  U.S.  gold  coins  were 
worth  more  than  their  face  value.

466  1 833  EF  45.  Bright,  evenly  worn  green-gold  sufaces.  The  second  rarest 

date  of  this  elusive  and  short-lived  type,  although  its  mintage  of  4,160 
is  similar  to  the  other  five  dates.  Undoudtedly,  a  greater  portion  of  this 
and  the  1834  With  Motto  were  melted  when  the  gold- content  was 
reduced  midway  through  1834.  (photo) 


467  1834  Classic  VF  30.  Reverse  Damage.  The  surfaces  display  mostly  XF 
detail,  hut  have  been  downgraded  because  of  a  light  cleaning,  modest 
obverse  rim  nicks  and  the  previously  mentioned  problems  on  the 
reverse. 

468  1834  Classic  XF  40,  well  struck  and  original;  and  an  1839  VF  20,  minor 
edge  bruises.  (Total:  2  coins) 

469  1834  Classic  XF  40.  Well  struck  with  bright  reddish-golden  surfaces. 

470  1835  AU  50.  Lightly  Cleaned.  Scarcer  date. 


472  1837  AU  53.  Lot  41  from  B  &.  M’s  Taylor  Sale  in  March,  1987,  with 

the  description:  "Lightly  toned.  Quite  attractive.  Mintage  was  just 
45,080  (compared  to  over  1/2  million  in  the  preceding  year),  yet  it 
carries  the  same  value  as  a  more  abundant  date.  A  highly  recommended 
and  underappreciated  year  within  the  series."  (photo) 


473  1 839/8-C  VF  30.  A  very  scarce,  key  issue  in  the  Classic  series  of  quarter 
eagles  with  a  mintage  of  only  18,140  pieces.  The  surfaces  of  this  coin 
are  rather  rough  from  extensive  handling  while  in  circulation  and  the 
fields  show  a  deep  reddish-coppery  tone.  Trends  $725  in  VF  20,  $1800

474  1839-C  EF  40.  Cleaned.  The  ’39-C  is  a  scarce  Classic  quarter  eagle 
that  is  popular  as  well,  not  only  because  of  its  key  status  in  the  series, 
hut  also  because  of  the  obverse  mintmark.  The  devices  are  well  struck, 
even  on  the  central  hair  curls  and  eagle’s  plumage,  and  aside  from  the 
hairlines  from  cleaning  the  surfaces  are  surprisingly  free  from  superfi¬ 
cial  impairments.

471  1836  AU  58.  Sharply  struck  even  in  the  centers  with  bright,  semi¬ 

prooflike  fields.  Just  the  lightest  brush  of  friction  keeps  this  from

475  1839-D  AU  50.  9/8,  as  are  all  examples  of  this  elusive  (mintage: 

13,674)  Dahlonega  quarter  eagle.  The  surfaces  are  bright  and  display 
the  usual  softness  in  the  centers.  When  encountered,  the  1839-D 
usually  grades  Fine-  VF  and  occasionally  XF.  The  appearance  of  an  AU 
is  quite  significant,  as  only  a  handful  of  mint  state  pieces  are  known  to

476  1839-0  EF  40.  A  well  struck  example  of  this  scarce  and  popular 

Classic  quarter  eagle.  The  fields  show  light  hairlming,  hut  one  might 
not  notice  this  unless  it  was  pointed  out.  A  popular  issue  because  or  its 
status  as  a  first  year  of  issue  from  the  New  Orleans  mint  and  also  because 
of  the  obverse  mintmark.

480  1 848-C  AU  50.  Fite  ’48-C  ranks  among  the  worst  produced  issues 

from  this  popular  Southern  mint.  Invariably  weakly  struck,  this  piece 
typifies  the  striking  problems  encountered  on  all  '48-C  quarter  eagles 
as  the  eagle’s  head  is  little  more  than  a  blob,  the  feathers  are  soft,  and 
the  coin  appears  to  have  been  struck  on  a  slightly  warped  planchet. 
Unnaturally  bright  on  both  sides,  most  likely  from  cleaning,  the  fields 
are  semi-prooflike,  further  intensifying  the  brightness  of  this  coin.

477  1843-D  VF  30.  A  perfect  coin  for  the  grade  with  clean,  virtually 

abrasion-tree  surfaces.  Well  struck  on  the  obverse  with  rich  coppery 
and  steely-  blue  color  over  both  sides.  A  common  date  Dahlonega 
quarter  eagle  and  one  that  is  often  used  as  a  type  coin.  Trends  $575  in 
VF  20,  $1150  in  XF  40  (5/18).

478  1844  AU  50.  The  1844  is  a  highly  respected  quarter  eagle  whose 

reputation  stretches  back  to  the  early  part  of  this  century.  No  mint  state 
coins  are  known  and  this  piece  at  the  AU  50  level  is  somewhere  in  the 
middle  part  of  the  condition  census  for  the  date.  This  is  a  well  struck 
coin  that  does  not  exhibit  any  distracting  surface  problems.  The  coin 
is  a  bright  yellow-gold  and  does  not  show  evidence  of  having  been 
harshly  cleaned  as  have  so  many  XF-AU  pieces  of  this  rare  date,  done 
no  doubt  to  "improve"  their  appearance.

481  1849  EF  40.  A  scarce  and  underrated  issue  that  is  generally  not  found 
any  finer  than  the  present  specimen.  This  piece  is  well  struck  and  shows 
darker,  charcoal  colored  encrustations  around  the  outer  devices.  There 
is  minor  repunching  on  the  49  of  the  date  but  it  not  clear  if  these  are 
the  remnants  of  a  48  or  merely  an  earlier  minor  mispunching  of  a  49.

482  1849  EF  45.  Cleaned.  Double  Date,  Breen-6201  Already  underrated 
as  a  date,  this  variety  is  classified  as  "very  rare"  by  Breen. 

483  1853  quarter  eagle  XF  40;  1881  half  eagle  XF40;  and  an  1891  -CC eagle 
Fine  12,  violet  highlights.  (Total:  3  coins) 


484  1 85  3-D  AU  50.  Seaw  ater  Surface.  A  very  scarce  and  highly  respected 

Dahlonega  quarter  eagle  w ith  a  mintage  of  only  3,1 78  pieces.  Few'  exist 
in  any  grade  and  only  a  small  handful  are  known  above  XF.  This  piece 
is  very  clean  for  the  grade,  as  are  most  all  salvage  coins  because  they 
never  reached  circulation,  but  the  surfaces  have  been  dulled  over  the 
years  by  the  abrasive  action  of  salt  water. 


479  1 846-D  AU  55.  The  1 846-D  is  one  of  the  best  produced  of  all  quarter 

eagles  from  this  popular  Southern  mint  and  this  coin  is  a  good  example 
of  the  care  exercised  that  year  in  the  mint.  The  features  are  very  sharply 
struck  with  fine  detailing  throughout,  and  the  planchet  is  semi- 
prooflike  on  the  reverse  and  problem-free  throughout.  Trends  $2800 
in  AU  50,  $8000  in  MS  60  (5/18). 
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*85  1857-D  AU  58.  This  is  a  very  sharply  struck  example  of  this  rare, 

low-mintage  issue  that  sports  an  output  of  only  2,364  pieces.  This  coin 
was  lightly  cleaned  at  one  time,  and  as  a  result  has  been  downgraded, 
perhaps  a  hit  severely  as  there  is  little  evidence  that  the  piece  ever  saw 
actual  circulation.  Otherwise,  a  very  clean  example  of  this  rare  Da- 
hlonega  quarter  eagle.

'488  1866-S  EF  45.  Considerable  luster  in  the  protected  areas.  A  very 

difficult  S-mint  quarter  eagle  in  lesser  worn  grades.  Trends  $850  in  XF 
40  and  $2,850  in  AU  50(5/18). 


489  1867-S  VF  20.  Doubled  reverse  die,  Breen-6272.  Evenly  worn  and  free 
of  problems.  Lot  202  from  Stack’s  June,  1989  Sale. 

490  1868  EF  40.  Obverse  Scratches.  Only  3,600  pieces  were  minted  and 
this  is  an  underappreciated  date  that  is  actually  quite  scarce.  Trends 
$500  (3/16). 


491  1868-S  VF30.  Well  balanced  with  somewhat  deeper  coppery  gold  color 

about  the  devices.  One  of  just  34,000  pieces  struck  and  very  scarce  in 
higher  grades. 


492  1869-S  MS  60.  Typical  blunt  striking  with  noticeable  weakness  in 

Liberty’s  hair  and  on  the  eagle’s  leg,  but  exhibiting  few  appreciable 
marks  and  pleasing  golden  orange  highlights.  The  1869-S  is  elusive  in 
all  grades  and  the  appearance  of  an  AU  or  better  specimen  is  quite  rare.

493  1870  AU  50.  Prooflike.  A  very  scarce  date  with  an  original  and 
impressively  low  mintage  of  only  4,520  pieces.  This  is  an  affordable 
grade  for  this  issue,  and  this  coin  exhibits  fully  struck  features  and 
bright,  prooflike  fields  that  show  only  small,  insignificant  abrasions.

494  1870-S  EF45.  A  scarce  and  underrated  issue.  This  is  a  lovely  and  totally 
original  piece  with  rich  reddish-coppery  color  on  each  side  and  sharply 
struck  devices  (except  for  the  characteristically  soft  leg  on  the  eagle).

495  1872-S  quarter  eagle  XF  45;  and  an  1875-S  quarter  eagle  XF  40,  both 
scarce  in  lesser  worn  grades;  and  a  1908-D  half  eagle  AU  58.

496  1873  MS  63.  Closed  3.  By  far  the  scarcer  of  the  two  1873  varieties,

498  1883  EF45.  Quite  scarce  with  an  original  mintage  of  only  1,920  pieces. 
Sharply  struck  with  small  traces  of  the  prooflike  fields  (as  usually  seen) 
still  in  evidence  around  the  devices.

This  coin 
has  rather  unusual  surfaces  in  that  the  granularity  of  the  matte  finish 
is  so  coarse.  This  is  immediately  discemable  to  the  unaided  eye.  The 
effect  is  that  the  sparkle  from  the  proofed  surface  is  less  dispersed  than 
it  is  with  a  fine  grain  matte  finish.

It 
was  originally  purchased  from  the  Buddy  Ebsen  Collection  (Superior, 
6/87),  lot  2447  where  it  was  described  as,  "A  bit  less  sharply  struck  than 
usual,  but  still  very  well  detailed  for  a  1795  half  eagle.  The  peripheries 
are  toned  in  a  deep  coppery'  orange  hue.  Some  lustre  is  visible  in  the 
protected  areas.  The  reverse  shows  adjustment  marks  on  the  eagle's 
breast  and  below  the  olive  branch.  Much  more  attractive  than  de¬ 
scribed  and  a  very  nice  type  coin.”  (photo)

It  is  struck 
on  a  well  centered,  problem-free  planchet  that  shows  no  adjustment 
marks  or  flaking.  The  strike  is  especially  strong  with  good  hair  detail 
and  unusually  pronounced  feathers  on  the  eagle’s  breast.  The  fields  are 
semi-prooflike  and  have  taken  on  a  faint  overlay  of  reddish  patina  that 
adds  even  more  character  to  this  already  impressive  early  gold  coin.

in  the  entire  set  of  Coronet  eagles.  Only  2,300  coins  were  struck  and 
as  might  he  expected  high  grade  examples  are  extremely  rare  (for  our 
purposes  here  "high  grade"  starts  at  AU).  The  surfaces  are  average  for 
the  grade  with  a  few  scattered  handling  marks  and  tiny  bits  of  luster 
still  seen  in  the  protected  areas  of  the  design.  This  coin  will  undoubt' 
edly  end  up  as  the  cornerstone  of  someone  s  collection  of  No  Motto 
tens  as  it  is  usually  one  of  the  last  two  issues  needed  to  complete  a  set 
(the  other  key  being  the  1863).  Trends  $9500  in  XF  40,  unlisted  any

650  1860  VF  35,  a  rare  and  underrated  No  Motto  issue,  one  of  just  15,105 
pie  ces  struck;  and  a  1926  AU  50,  hairlined  obverse.  (Total:  2  coins) 

651  1 862  EF  40.  A  rare  coin  the  Coronet  ten-dollar  series,  there  were  only 
10,995  pieces  struck  in  that  year  and  this  date  is  seldom  seen  in  any 
condition,  an  XF  being  the  finest  grade  one  is  likely  to  encounter 
anytime  soon.  Well  detailed,  the  only  detracting  feature  on  this  coin 
are  a  few  light  hairlines  in  the  fields.  Ex:  October  Long  iBeach  (HNA1, 
10/91 ),  lot  561,  flip  accompanies.

652  1864  EF  40.  Another  very  rare  No  Motto  ten  that  is  quite  unusual  to 

locate  in  as  high  a  grade  as  XF,  most  of  the  few  surviving  examples  only 
grade  VF  or  less.  This  is  also  another  coin  with  an  impressively  low 
mintage,  for  this  date  only  3,580  pieces  were  struck.  No  doubt  so  few 
were  minted  because  of  the  suspension  of  specie  payment  the  year 
before  during  the  Civil  War.  This  is  an  especially  pleasing  coin  with 
smooth,  virtually  unblemished  surfaces.  The  fields  still  retain  a  faint 
glimmer  of  prooflikeness  even  though  removed  from  mint  condition 
by  20  points  of  wear.  There  is  a  small  crescent  of  deep  golden-brown 
color  just  below  the  date  on  the  obverse  and  a  wider  one  on  the  reverse 
rim  from  1  to  3  o’clock.  Trends  $5150  (5/18). 


653  1866  Motto  EF  40.  A  very  scarce  Philadelphia  issue  with  an  original 
mintage  of  only  3,780  pieces.  AU  and  Unc.  coins  are  very  rare,  XF 
pieces  are  about  as  fine  as  one  is  likely  to  encounter.  This  coin  is  the 
double  punched  date  variety  and  is  rare  in  its  own  right,  being  prohibi¬ 
tively  rare  above  XF.  The  surfaces  are  lightly  marked  and  show  notice¬ 
able  portions  of  luster  around  the  devices  on  the  reverse.  A  rare 
opportunity  to  acquire  this  premier  issue  in  the  With  Motto  series.  Ex:

654  1874  AU  50.  Light  golden  surfaces  that  retain  a  considerable  amount 
of  semi-reflective  flash  in  the  protected  areas.  A  scarce  date,  one  of 
53,160  pieces  struck. 


655  1874-S  EF  45.  A  very  scarce  condition  rarity  among  No  Motto  tens. 

This  piece  was  unknown  to  Akers  above  XF  in  his  survey  of  major  gold 
auctions  conducted  12  years  ago,  and  it  remains  so  today  as  neither 
PCGS  nor  NGC  has  graded  one  higher  according  to  their  June  reports. 
While  showing  light  hairlines  on  the  obverse,  the  surfaces  are  quite 
free  from  post-striking  impairments  and  the  features  are  all  well 
brought  up.

649  1859-S  EF  40.  Similar  in  rarity  to  the  1859-0,  the  ’59-S  is  also  a  very 

elusive  issue  that  is  probably  even  rarer  in  high  grades  than  the  ’59-0 
but  does  not  have  as  impressively  low  mintage,  the  mintage  for  the 
1859-S  being  7,000  pieces.  This  is  a  reasonably  well  struck  coin  for  the 
grade  with  some  luster  still  remaining  and  no  more  than  an  average 
number  of  abrasions  for  an  XF  coin.  There  is  a  significant  amount  of 
deep,  almost  scarlet  red,  patina  that  surrounds  the  devices  that  adds  an 
aura  of  originality  highly  prized  by  collectors.  Trends  $8000  (5/18). 


656  1877-CC  VF  50.  The  1877-CC  has  a  very  low  mintage  of  only  3,332 

pieces,  third  lowest  of  all  Carson  City  gold  coins,  yet  it  not  quite  as  rare 
as  its  mintage  might  indicate.  There  are  several  high  grade  pieces 
known,  indicating  the  possible  presence  of  a  small  hoard  at  some  time 
in  the  past.  This  piece  is  typical  for  the  issue  with  soft  central  details.

663  1883-CC  EF  40.  Bright  surfaces  with  traces  of  luster  in  the  protected 
areas.  Elusive  in  all  grades  with  only  12,000  pieces  minted.  F.x:  1992 
Early  Spring  ANA  (HNA1,  2/92),  lot  1282  (flip  accompanies). 

664  1883-CC  EF  40.  Prooflike  surfaces  in  the  protected  areas.  A  very  scarce 
Carson  City  issue,  one  of  just  1 2,000  pieces  struck.  Trends  $700  (5/18). 

665  1884  MS  60.  A  full  strike,  hindered  by  numerous  obverse  bagmarks. 
Struck  from  a  modest  mintage  of  76,905  pieces  and  considered  by 
Akers  to  be  "rare  in  strictly  unciniculated  condition." 

666  1 885  MS  60.  Moderately  scarce  in  all  grades  and  quite  difficult  in  mint 
state.  Full  luster  but  rather  baggy.  Trends  $750  (5/18). 

667  1885  MS  60.  Fully  defined  and  framed  in  original  green  gold  toning.

669  1 888-0  AU  58.  Prooflike.  Sharply  struck  with  bright  mirrored  surfaces. 
Low  mintage  issue  with  only  21,335  pieces  struck.  Ex:  Amazing  Col¬ 
lection  (Superior,  5/91),  lot  1427  (flip  accompanies),  (photo) 

670  1 889/8-S  AU  50.  An  example  of  this  very  rare  overdare,  and  the  first 
we  have  handled.  The  left  side  of  the  bottom  loop  of  the  9  is  joined  to 
the  upper  loop  by  a  thin  underpunch  of  what  we  presume  to  be  an  8. 
Breen  states  that  there  is  one  variety  of  1889-S  that  is  known  with 
traces  of  repunching,  but  that  does  not  look  like  what  is  seen  on  this 
coin.  There  is  no  repunching  evident  tin  any  of  the  digits  in  the  date. 
Additionally,  the  connecting  underpunch  is  quite  thin,  suggesting  the 
tapered  center  portion  of  an  8,  rather  than  the  knob  on  the  lower  part 
of  a  9.

from  a  low  of  10  pieces  to  as  many  as  12-15.  All  proofs  were  struck  from  the  early  Closed  3  dies. 

This  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  examples  known.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  flawless.  When  closely  examined  one  notices  a  tew  very  shallow,  wispy 
hairlines  in  the  fields,  probably  the  result  of  having  been  wiped  once  with  a  cloth,  but  certainly  not  cleaned  with  an  abrasive.  The  only  identifying  mark  we 
can  see  on  this  coin  is  a  small  nick  on  the  highpoint  of  the  cneek  between  the  eye  and  the  ear  of  Liberty.  .  ,  c  .  . 

The  cameo  effect  is  startling  on  this  coin.  The  incredible  depth  of  reflectivity  in  the  fields  goes  completely  black  when  angled  just  so  and  the  frosted  devices 
are  thick  and  provide  a  stark  contrast  against  the  fields.

Virtually  Complete  Gold  Type  Set 


The  following  collection  of  29  gold  type  coim  was  painstakingly  assem- 
hied  over  many  years  by  the  consignor.  The  set  is  short  only  four  coins— the 
1796,  1808,  and  1821-27  quarter  eagles  and  the  1838-39  Large  Letters 
ten  (all  of  which  are  offered  elsewhere  in  this  catalog) -as  such  it  represents 
a  significant  achievement  toward  the  completion  of  this  challenging  and 
worthwhile  type  set.  We  begin  the  listing  with  gold  dollars  and  continue  in 
denominational  order,  beginning  with: 

827  1853  Type  One  gold  dollar  AU  58.  Fully  struck  with  almost  complete 
mint  luster. 

828  1855  Type  Two  gold  dollar  AU  58.  Obviously  selected  for  inclusion  in 
this  type  set  on  the  basis  of  fullness  of  strike  and  lustrous  surfaces.  This 
coin  looks  very  much  like  a  full  mint  state  piece  and  has  rich  orange- 
gold  color. 

829  1889  Tyne  Three  gold  dollar  MS  63.  A  fully  struck  example  of  this 
popular  final  year  of  issue.

As  usual  for 
this  series,  the  central  details  show  some  striking  softness,  but  the 
peripheries  are  quite  strong.  There  are  a  few  adjustment  marks  in  the 
center  of  the  reverse  but  no  other  noticeable  surface  blemishes.

Fully  lustrous  and  a  very  pleasing  coin  overall  with  rich  reddish  color 
around  the  rims  on  each  side.  The  only  detracting  feature  of  this  coin, 
and  probably  the  only  reason  it  doesn’t  grade  significantly  higher,  are 
the  presence  of  a  number  of  adjustment  marks  in  the  center  of  the 
obverse.  These  run  diagonally  across  the  face  and  tend  to  be  a  focal 
point  of  the  coin,  unfortunately  because  everything  else  falls  right  in 
place  including  a  strong  strike  in  all  areas  of  the  design.

1795  Draped  Bust,  Small  Eagle  half  eagle  AU  50.  The  striking  details 
on  this  coin  are  exceptionally  sharp  with  Liberty’s  hair  showing  many 
individual  strands  and  the  laurel  wreath  boldly  struck  up.  The  fields 
are  bright  with  significant  prooflikeness,  but  the  coin  is  not  without  its 
problems.  We  are  not  certain,  but  the  coin  may  have  been  repaired.  It 
may  be  that  an  initial  or  two  was  smoothed  over  in  the  lower  obverse 
field.  There  is  also  a  puncture  mark  of  considerable  depth  just  above 
the  lowest  fold  in  Liberty’s  cap.

"During  1884,  A.M.  Smith,  author  and  publisher.. .visited  the  mint  and  obtained  directly  from  Superintendent  Colonel  Archibald  Louden  Snowden  an 
all-copper  1884  proof  set,  which  included  the  quarter,  half,  both  regular  and  trade  dollars,  and  the  gold  denominations,  together  with  both  regular  and  trade 
dollars  of  1882  in  copper,  and  an  1883  trade  dollar,  also  in  copper.  In  return  for  the  favor,  and  because  of  their  close,  personal  relationship,  we  may  assume  that 
a  large  part  of  the  purchase  price  was  a  strict  vow  of  eternal  silence  about  the  very  existence  of  these  trial  pieces,  much  less  their  origin. 

"Obviously,  Smith  faithfully  kept  his  pledge  of  secrecy  well,  as  these  copper  trial  pieces  managed  to  elude  the  most  diligent  numismatic  bloodhounds  of  the 
era,  such  as  Edgar  H.  Adams  and  William  H.  Woodin,  who  were  collaborators  on  the  1913  reference,  "U.S.  Pattern,  Trial,  and  Experimental  Pieces  "  The  group 
of  thirteen  copper  trial  pieces  remained  quietly  sequestered  in  the  A.M.  Smith  collection,  unknown  and  away  from  the  eyes  of  the  public  until  long  after  his 
death. 

"This  extremely  rare  "baker’s  dozen"  finally  emerged  with  the  rest  of  the  coins  in  the  A.M.  Smith  estate,  making  their  first  appearance  in  M.H.  Bolender’s 
101st  sale,  February  8,  1936,  where  they  were  individually  offered  and  sold  as  lots  nos.  22  through  34.  According  to  a  personal  revelation  that  Mr.  Bolender 
made  to' Walter  Breen  at  some  time  during  the  late  1 950’s  or  early  1960’s,  the  entire  set  of  thirteen  trial  pieces  in  copper  was  purchased  by  some  unnamed 
collector,  who  kept  them  intact  for  nearly  a  quarter-century  after  the  sale. 

"It  is  interesting  to  note  here  that  the  highly-respected  and  astute  scholar,  Dr.  Hewitt  Judd,  whose  name  is  synonymous  today  with  the  entire  series  of  patterns, 
experimental,  and  die  pieces,  inexplicably  fails  to  acknowledge  the  existence  of  the  1882  regular  and  trade  dollars  in  copper  anywhere  throughout  the  five 
editions  of  his  authoritative  reference  on  the  subject,  although  the  1884  trial  set  in  copper  is  listed,  and  later  editions  include  the  1883  copper  trade  dollar.  It 
remains  a  mystery  as  to  the  reason  for  the  oversight;  the  1 882  regular  and  trade  dollars  in  copper  should  rightfully  be  listed  in  subsequent  revisions  as  "Judd- 1 703a" 
and  "Judd- 1703b"  respectively.  Perhaps  the  best  hypothesis  regarding  the  previous  omissions  of  these  pieces  is  that  all  of  the  1882  and  1883  copper  dollars  had 
been  quietly  dispersed  during  the  1950’s,  and  only  the  1884  denominations  remained  available  for  Dr.  Judd’s  examination  when  he  was  compiling  his  manuscript 
on  patterns. 

"...1  have  before  me  Mr.  Bolender’s  personal  working  copy  of  that  catalogue,  in  which  lot  22  is  described:  "1882  standard  silver  dollar.  Regular  dies  Trial 
struck  in  copper.  Proof."  The  lot  is  checked  with  red  pencil,  followed  by  Mr.  Bolender’s  ink  notation,  "Unknown  to  Dr.  Judd.  Unique!"  Absolutely  no  other 
auction  record  whatsoever  exists  for  this  trial  piece  since  Bolender’s  sale  over  41  years  ago." 

In  1974  the  piece  was  purchased  from  Kagin’s  by  the  firm  of  Deak-Perera  who  in  turn  sold  it  to  the  present  consignor  in  1979.  It  weighs  25.95  grams  or  400.40 
grains.  The  surfaces  are  deeply  patinated  with  over  a  century’s  accumulation  of  sea-green  and  blue  toning  with  an  occasional  area  of  brown  in  the  fields  or  on 
the  highpoints  of  the  devices,  (photo)

Discovered  in  1957  by  Walter  Breen,  very  few  examples  of  this  rare  I 
variety  have  been  found  in  the  intervening  3  5  years  and  this  is  certainly  I 
the  finest  known. 

It  is  accompanied  by  a  letter  of  authenticity  from  Walter  that  reads  I 
in  part,  "...closed  3,  doubled  obverse  die  (first  variety).  Encyclopedia  I 
1986.  It  is,  to  date,  finest  reported  among  possibly  a  couple  of  dozen  I 
survivors  (Fivaz  St  Stanton  Cherrypicker’s  Guide'  lc-009  calls  it  Rarity  I 
6).  There  are  possibly  3  others  with  claims  to  AU  grade,  but  none  equal  I 
to  this.  Most  survivors  are  well  worn.  It  is  from  Bowers  &.  Merena  I 
3/89:65  ("Four  Landmark  Collections"),  well  up  in  four  figures.  It  is  I 
presently  unequalled  and  unlikely  to  be  surpassed  now  that  collectors  I 
are  actively  searching  for  the  variety-one  of  the  most  spectacular  I 
blundered  dies  in  the  small  cent  series." 

The  coin  is  well  struck  with  pleasing,  subdued  reddish-brown  color  I 
and  carbonless  surfaces.  The  doubling  is  quite  pronounced  on  this  I 
variety  and  is  readily  discemable  with  the  unaided  eye.

1512  PCGS  1873  Double  LIBERTY  MS  64  Red  and  Brown.  Type  II.  The 
finest  example  of  the  lesser  known  variety  (and  less  obvious)  Double 
LIBERTY  Indian  cent.  This  rare  variety  is  usually  only  seen  in  circu¬ 
lated  grades  and  the  finest  known  to  date  (as  alluded  to  in  the  letter 
from  Richard  Snow)  was  a  high-end  AU. 

The  coin  is  accbmpanied  by  a  letter  from  Walter  Breen  dated  April 
27,  1991  that  reads  in  part,  "...closed  3,  doubled  obverse  die,  attributed 
by  ANACS  (1982)  as  Double  LIBERTY,  Type  II=Wexler  2.  Evidently 
it  is  an  earlier  die  state  than  the  description  in  Wexler,  as  this  shows 
all  of  LIBERTY  doubled  (plain  on  all  letters  though  with  a  little  less 
"spread"  than  on  Type  I)  as  well  as  plain  doubling  on  feathers  and  ear. 
Much  rarer  than  Type  I,  less  often  seen  and  illustrated;  currently  this 
is  the  finest  specimen  repotted.  Likely  to  remain  a  great  rarity  now  that 
collectors  are  actively  hunting  for  doubled  dies.  I  am  not  sure  that  even 
a  dozen  are  known  to  date." 

Accompanied  as  well  by  a  letter  from  Indian  cent  expert  and  author 
Richard  Snow,  which  reads  in  part,  "...I  would  give  a  high  estimate  of 
survivors  as  no  more  than  30  pieces.  The  S-2  is  about  twice  as  scarce 
than  the  Type  I  Doubled  LIBERTY  (S-1)...PCGS  does  not  mark 
DOUBLE  LIB  on  the  holder  for  this  variety  mainly  to  avoid  confusion 
between  the  S-2  and  the  Type  1  Doubled  LIBERTY  (S-l).  This  is  by 
far  the  nicest  S-2  I  have  seen,  or  heard  about,  the  next  finest  being  a 
PCGS-63  Brown  which  I  felt  was  actually  an  AU!"  The  coin  is  also 
photographed  in  Snow’s  book  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  Cent  Varieties. 

The  surfaces  are  a  pleasing,  mottled  red  and  brown  and  the  coin  is 
reasonably  well  struck.  The  doubling  is  really  quite  faint  and  one  must 
use  a  magnifier  to  see  it. 


1513  PCGS  1875  MS  64  Red  and  Brown.  An  attractive,  original  coin 
showing  much  mint  red,  especially  around  the  periphery. 

1514  ANACS  1879  MS  63  Red  and  Brown.  Fully  struck  with  very  little 
brown  on  either  side.

1674  NGC  1833  MS  63.  JR-7,  R.6.  This  is  the  finest  known  example  of 
this  rare  die  variety,  and  is  several  points  better  than  the  second  finest 
specimen.  In  the  JR  reference  book  the  finest  coin  was  listed  as  a  VF 
30,  that  was  in  1984.  Since  that  time  several  better  coins  have  surfaced, 
hut  only  a  few  have  been  above  the  XF  level.  The  only  piece  to  have 
been  cataloged  as  mint  state  was  in  the  Buddy  Ebsen  Sale  five  years 
ago.  That  coin  was  listed  as  MS  60+ ,  but  dime  specialists  have  sub¬ 
sequently  listed  it  as  AU  55  in  the  condition  census,  making  this  piece 
the  finest  coin  known  by  eight  points. 

The  strike  lacks  a  bit  of  highpoint  detail  but  the  surfaces  are  quite 
clean  for  the  grade  with  no  large  or  objectionable  marks  on  either  side. 
There  is  a  deep,  multi-colored  toning  on  each  side  that  is  much  lighter 
in  the  centers,  deepening  in  intensity  toward  the  rims  with  sparkling 
mint  luster  overall.

1907  NGC  1795  Draped  Bust  MS  64.  B-14,  R.3.  As  noted  in  Breen’s  1977  opus  on  U.S.  proofs,  there  were  presentation  strikings  made  of  both  the  B-14  and  15 
varieties.  There  are  approximately  three  to  four  coins  believed  to  have  been  struck  of  each  variety.  While  we  do  not  believe  this  coin  to  be  of  proof  striking 
quality,  it  does  nevertheless,  have  certain  qualities  in  common  with  them.  The  fields  are  not  quite  mirrorlike  as  on  proofs  but  do  have  a  strong  reflectivity  with 
just  a  bit  of  cartwheeel  as  well.  The  strike  is  incredibly  sharp,  and  in  fact,  we  wonder  if  this  much  detail  could  have  been  achieved  with  only  one  striking  from 
a  screw  press. 

Because  this  coin  is  so  close  in  surface  texture  and  striking  quality  to  the  proofs  of  this  design,  we  assume  it  was  stntck  during  the  same  time  period,  October 
17-24,  1795.  The  occasion  for  the  manufacture  of  these  special  coins  was  Henry  DeSaussure’s  achieving  his  ambition  of  having  U.S.  coins  made  from  designs 
by  the  famous  American  portraitist  Gilbert  Stuart. 

This  coin  is  lightly  toned  with  a  thin  layer  of  pale  golden  patina  covering  both  sides  and  an  occasional  dash  of  lilac  within  the  devices.  The  surfaces  are 
only  lightly  abraded  with  the  most  obvious  marks  (mentioned  for  pedigree  research  in  the  future)  at  the  juncture  of  the  upper  neck  and  jawline.  According  to 
the  Census  Report  for  May,  only  2  other  coins  have  been  so  graded  with  5  in  MS  65  condition,  (photo)

1909  PCGS  1797  AU  55.  B-3.  Six  stars  at  right  facing  bust.  Large  letters 
on  reverse.  Deep  golden  gray  and  rose  violet  toning,  shading  to  a  rich 
iridescent  blue  coloration  about  the  peripheries.  The  strike  is  uniformly 
sharp  and  there  are  no  noticeable  adjustment  marks  on  either  side.  The 
reported  mintage  of  this  popular  Small  Eagle  issue  is  just  7,776  pieces, 
although  it  has  been  suggested  that  specimens  carrying  the  1 797  date 
were  struck  in  previous  or  following  calender  years.

A  lot  that  should  be 
inspected. 

An  attractive  early  dollar,  with  an 
even  light  grey  color  and  good  detail.  A  few  light  adjustment  marks  on 
the  reverse  detract  very  little  from  this  piece.  No  significant  "problems" 
and  a  fine  choice  for  a  high  grade  circulated  type  set.

Toned  a  medium  grey  color,  with 
darker  outlines  around  the  devices  and  stars. 

Cleaned  at  one  time,  but  now  acquiring  a  bit  of 
color.  Still,  a  nice  example  of  this  tough,  low-mintage  date. 

1919  PCGS  1870  AU  58.  Bright,  with  some  light  amber  color  around  the 
edges.

Starless  re¬ 
verse.  Struck  in  silver  with  a  reeded  edge.  Medallic  alignment.  Watery 
surfaces  overlaid  in  rich  blue  and  antique  gold  toning.  Condition-wise 
not  quite  a  match  for  the  following  Gobrecht  patterns,  but  still  an 
impressive  example  that  is  seldom  found  nicer.  One  of  3  pieces  so 
graded  by  PCGS  (6/92).  (photo) 
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One  Of  Only  Two  Known  Judd' 108  Gobrecht  Dollars 
Ex:  Parmelee  and  Brand  Specimen 


1922  PCGS  1839  Gobrecht  PR  64.  Judd-108  Restrike,  R.8.  Starry  reverse.  Struck  in  silver  with  a  plain  edge. 

This  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  silver  dollars.  Only  two  pieces  are  known  with  a  third  coin  "reported  hut  not  confirmed"  (most  likely  a  duplicate  listing  of  this 
piece).  The  surfaces  of  this  coin  are  toned  in  deep  shades  of  blue  and  gray  with  an  underlying  golden  patina  and  pleasing  reflective  fields.  The  surfaces  are  free 
from  any  noticeable  marks.  This  is  the  only  Judd- 108  to  have  been  certified  in  any  grade  by  either  of  the  major  services. 

Tins  piece  was  formerly  owned  by  Virgil  Brand,  who  also  owned  the  second  Judd- 108.  He  purchased  the  coin  from  B.  Max  Mehl’s  auction  of  H  O.  Granherg’s 
estate  in  July  1919  for  the  astronomical  amount  of  $565!  The  pedigree  of  this  coin  reads  like  a  Who’s  Who  of  numismatists  over  the  past  century:  Parmelee; 
DeWitt  Smith;  Granberg;  Woodin;  Brand;  Newcomer;  Boyd;  Menjou;  Curtis;  Farouk;  Baldenhofer;  and  Ostheimer.  It  last  appeared  in  public  auction  in  the 
sale  of  Virgil  Brand’s  Collection  (B&.M,  1 1/83),  lot  478  and  has  remained  in  a  private  collection  since  1987.  This  is  an  opportunity  to  acquire  this  Gobrecht 
rarity  that  has  been  a  part  of  some  of  the  greatest  collections  of  U.S.  coins  ever  assembled,  (photo) 


Finest  Known  1839  Plain  Edge  Gobrecht  Dollar 


1923  NGC  1839  Gobrecht  PR  65.  Judd' 105  Restrike,  R.8.  Starless  Reverse.  Struck  in  silver  with  a  plain  edge.  Gobrecht  dollars  are  of  the  highest  order  of  rarity 
among  19th  century  silver  coins.  Their  desirabilit  y  and  artistic  merit  was  recognized  shortly  after  their  minting,  but  because  of  the  small  numbers  struck  few 
were  available  for  collectors  until  Mint  Superintendent  Snowden  had  several  varieties  restruck  in  the  late  1850s  as  "trade  bait"  to  use  with  local  collectors  so 
that  coins  missing  from  the  Mint  Collection  could  be  traded  for  at  a  nominal  cost  to  the  mint.  The  1839  Gobrecht  with  plain  edge  was  just  such  a  creation, 
struck  in  1858-59  and  distinguished  from  originals  by  the  positioning  of  the  eagle  that  tlys  horizontally  as  the  coin  is  turned  over  rather  than  up  at  an  angle  on 
originals. 

We  are  uncertain  of  the  pedigree  of  this  piece.  There  are  identifying  marks  on  all  four  of  the  other  known  specimens  as  there  are  on  this  coin,  so  it  is  quite 
puzzling  just  where  this  piece  has  been  the  past  35  years  as  it  has  not  appeared  in  any  major  auction.  There  are  three  tiny  carbon  spots  trailing  inward  from 
above  star  1  3  on  the  obverse  and  there  is  a  small  contact  mark  in  the  reverse  field  a  quarter  of  the  way  down  the  eagle’s  trailing  wing.  The  fields  are  very  clean 
and  overall  the  coin  is  problem-free  and  covered  with  a  thin  layer  of  golden-rose  patina.  Breen  lists  three  known  specimens  with  a  fourth  that  may  exist,  but 
we  believe  there  are  actually  four  pedigreed  examples  with  this  representing  an  unlisted  fifth  example.  Much  rarer  than  reeded  edge  1839  or  any  of  the  plain 
edge  1838  issues.  This  is  the  finest  of  the  4  examples  of  this  variety  that  have  been  certified  by  the  combined  staffs  of  both  NGC  and  PCGS.  (photo)

1924  PCGS  1863  PR  62.  For  the  grade  this  coin  would  be  difficult  to 
improve  upon  with  its  deep,  reflective  fields  and  sharp  cameo  contrast. 
One  expects  a  few  surface  problems  on  an  PR  62,  but  there  are  really 
only  a  few  stray  hairlines  that  account  for  the  grade.  Good  value  in  this 
scarce  Civil  War  date.

1925  PCGS  1873  PR  65.  There  is  a  strong  associative  value  linked  to 
virtually  all  U.S.  coins  with  the  1873  date;  not  only  because  of  the 
Arrows/No  Arrows  design  but  also  because  there  are  so  many  denomi¬ 
nations  that  were  discontinued  by  the  Mint  Act  of  1873  and  several 
have  severely  lowered  mintages  as  a  result.  Only  600  proofs  were  struck, 
a  number  that  ties  the  1873  with  the  1868  for  the  lowest  proof  mintage 
in  the  With  Motto  series.  Only  8  coins  have  been  accorded  the  lofty 
grade  of  PR  65  by  PCGS  (6/92)  with  only  1  finer.  The  surfaces  are 
toned  in  deep  shades  of  blue  and  lavender.

Superb,  dazzling  mint  luster  with  very  smooth 
features  that  show  only  the  smallest  luster  breaks.  A  magnificent 
Carson  City  dollar  and  a  low  mintage  date  that  is  always  of  interest  to 
investors. 

2036  ANACS  1887  MS  63.  Full  strike. 

2037  PCGS  1887/6  MS  62  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  Mostly  untoned,  with 
watery  fields  and  a  clearly  defined  overdate.  Prooflike  examples  of  this 
variety  are  scarce  enough,  but  in  DMPL  the  PCGS  population  drops 
to  just  2  coins  (7/92),  the  presently  offered  specimen  and  an  MS  65 
DMPL.

2039  PCGS  1888-0  MS  65  Prooflike.  Quite  scarce  as  a  prooflike  and  also 
in  gem  condition  with  only  19  coins  having  been  so  graded  with  none 
finer.  This  is  an  especially  attractive  coin  that  should  prove  to  be  very 
popular  with  those  who  view  it  as  the  surfaces  are  clean  enough  to  be 
suggestive  of  a  higher  grade  and  the  mirrors  in  the  fields  are  almost 
deer  enough  to  certify  as  DMPL.

2044  NGC  1889-CC  MS  63  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  This  should  prove  to 
be  a  popular  lot.

2047  PCGS  1889-S  MS  64.  Attractively  toned  with  glittering  lustrous 
surfaces  and  minimally  abraded  for  this  Redfield  date. 

2048  PCGS  1889-S  MS  64-  Essentially  brilliant  with  only  a  light  scuff  in  the 
left  obverse  field  precluding  a  possible  gem  rating.

Liberty's  cheek 
is  equally  nice."  One  of  only  9  coins  to  have  been  so  graded  by  POGS 
(4/92),  only  1  is  finer.  Undoubtedly  this  is  the  finest  known  of  this 
scarce  variety. 
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2058  PCGS  1 891  -S  MS  64.  Untoned  and  lustrous. 


2059  PCGS  1892  MS  64.  Nicely  frosted  and  quite  clean  for  the  issue,  with 
dashes  of  rose  gold  color  on  the  high  points. 


2060  PCGS  1892-CC  MS  61.  Lustrous,  frosty  white  surfaces,  downgraded 
only  by  noticeable  abrasions  on  Liberty’s  cheek. 

2061  PCGS  1892-CC  MS  61.  Bright  white  and  lustrous,  with  fewer  marks 
than  one  might  expect  in  this  grade.  Could  easily  grade  a  point  or  two 
higher. 

2062  PCGS  1892-CC  MS  62.  Somewhat  baggy  on  the  obverse,  but  a  cameo 
reverse,  almost  free  from  marks. 

2063  PCGS  1892-CC  MS  64  Prooflike.  Dazzling,  multi-colored  toning  with 
hues  of  golden  orange  at  the  centers  and  iridescent  shades  of  blue, 
violet  and  green  around  the  peripheries.  The  devices  have  some  light 
cameo  contrast,  making  this  piece  one  to  remember,  (photo) 

2064  PCGS  1892-0  MS  64.  Shimmering  mint  luster  outlined  in  a  halo  of 
light  golden  toning.  The  strike,  while  a  bit  soft  by  other  date’s  stand¬ 
ards,  is  actually  above-average  for  the  scarcer  ’92-0  issue. 

2065  PCGS  1893  MS  60.  Fully  brilliant  though  a  hit  baggy.  An  affordable 
example  of  this  tough  date;  and  an  NGC  1935  MS  63.  Good  luster 
with  a  trace  of  toning  beginning  to  form.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2066  PCGS  1893  MS  61.  Untoned  with  numerous  small  marks  on  the 
obverse  and  subdued  satiny  luster. 

2067  PCGS  1893  MS  62.  Lustrous  and  very  clean  for  the  assigned  grade,  but 
downgraded  by  a  slight  deficiency  in  strike  over  Liberty’s  ear  and  on 
the  eagle’s  breast.

An  attractive 
example  of  this  scarcer,  low  mintage  date. 


2072  PCGS  1893-CC  MS  60.  Untoned,  but  somewhat  baggy  as  indicated 
by  the  grade,  (photo) 


2073  PCGS  1893-CC  MS  64.  Bright,  fully  detailed  surfaces,  outlined  in  a 
whisper  of  golden  toning  on  the  rims.  An  especially  choice  example  of 
this  popular  Carson  City  dollar,  notable  for  its  depth  of  strike.  Only  3 
specimens  of  the  date  have  graded  higher  than  MS  64  at  PCGS  (6/92).

2074  PCGS  1893-0  XF  45.  An  untoned  example  of  this  rare  date  Morgan, 
showing  no  large  or  mentionable  marks  on  either  side. 

2075  PCGS  1893-0  AU  58.  Tins  is  an  especially  desirable  grade  in  which 
to  find  this  rare  date  dollar.  With  only  300,000  coins  struck  mint  state 
’93-0  dollars  are  extremely  elusive  and  quite  expensive.  This  piece  has 
almost  complete  mint  luster  and  a  few  scattered  abrasions,  looking 
more  like  an  MS  61 -62  coin  than  an  AU.  Trends  $675  in  AU  50,  $1350 
in  MS  60  (3  30) 

2076  PCGS  1893-S  VG  8.  A  well- worn,  but  problem-free  example  of  this 
extremely  popular  date.  Aside  from  the  proof-only  1895-P,  the  lowest 
mintage  Morgan  Dollar  and  the  key  to  the  series. 

2077  PCGS  1893-S  F  12.  Another  worn  example  of  this  key  date.  Again, 
free  from  any  problems  other  than  wear,  and  a  nice  even  grey  color. 
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Gem  1893-S  Dollar 

Ex:  Jerome  Kern  and  Amon  Carter  Specimen 


2078  PCGS  1893-S  MS  65.  Of  the  four  coins  listed  in  Wayne  Miller’s  book  on  Morgan  and  Peace  dollars,  he  considered  the  Amon  Carter  specimen  the  finest 
known,  apparently  being  unaware  of  the  existence  of  the  MS  67  piece  certified  since  the  publication  of  the  second  edition  of  his  hook. 

The  earliest  auction  record  of  this  coin  was  in  the  Golden  Jubilee  Sale  (Jerome  Kern,  et  al.)  sold  by  Max  Mehl  in  1950,  lot  958.  The  coin  realized  a  whopping 
$315,  the  highest  price  recorded  for  an  1 893-S  up  to  that  time.  It  was  purchased  by  Amon  Carter,  Sr.,  the  Fort  Worth  arts  patron  and  owner  of  the  Fort  Worm 
Star  Telegram.  The  coin  stayed  in  the  Carter  family  collection  until  Amon  Jr.’s  death  in  1982.  In  1984  it  was  sold  by  Stack’s  along  with  the  other  fabulous  coins 
in  the  family  collection.  At  that  time  this  piece  realized  $57,750,  a  price  that  seems  cheap  by  today’s  standards  for  a  gem  1893-S. 

Of  this  coin  Wayne  Miller  wrote  in  his  Morgan  and  Peace  Dollar  Textbook,  "The  fourth  piece,  in  the  Amon  Carter,  Jr.  collection,  is  very  similar  to  the  Colonial 
piece  (Colonial  Coins,  Inc.)  except  for  the  presence  of  beautiful  golden  peripheral  toning.  It  may  have  a  few  more  minor  abrasions,  but  il  is  nevertheless  a  fully 
gem  piece."  Obviously  the  staff  at  PCGS  agreed  as  well  and  certified  this  coin  MS  65,  one  of  only  3  coins  to  earn  such  a  distinction  (NGC  has  also  graded  1 
MS  65)  and  being  bettered  by  only  1  coin,  the  aforementioned  MS  67  (all  certification  information  is  taken  from  the  April  Reports  from  both  services). 

This  is  a  very  rare  opportunity  to  acquire  the  rarest  business  strike  Morgan  dollar  in  undisputed  gem  condition,  pedigreed  to  two  famous  20th  century 
collections,  (photo) 
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2079  PCGS  1894  AU  58.  The  surfaces  on  this  nearly  "new"  key  issue  exhibit 
a  grainy  texture  characteristic  of  the  date.  Pale  gray-gold  obverse 
toning.

2081  PCGS  1894-0  MS  64.  Brilliant,  with  outstanding  original  luster. 
Only  the  barest  trace  of  pale  gold  color  is  visible  at  the  peripheries. 
Quite  a  nice  example  of  this  rare  coin;  PCGS  has  graded  only  three 
pieces  better  than  this  one  while  NGC  has  graded  none  higher  ( 5/92). 
Formerly  lot  698  in  Stacks’  Charles  Jay  Collection,  October  1967.  A 
significant  opportunity  for  the  connoisseur  of  Morgan  Dollars. 


2080  PCGS  1894  MS  65.  A  very  difficult  Morgan  dollar  date  in  uncircu¬ 
lated  grades  and  a  popular  issue  because  of  its  small  mintage  ( 1 10,000), 
just  ten  percent  higher  than  the  key  to  the  series,  the  1893-S.  The 
surfaces  on  this  outstanding  specimen  are  satiny  and  untoned,  exhib¬ 
iting  strong  central  details  and  blemish-free  fields.  Only  a  tiny  frost 
break  on  Liberty’s  cheek  precludes  an  even  higher  rating.  The  vast 
majority  of  mint  state  1894  dollars  grade  MS  63  or  less.  PCGS  has 
currently  (6/92)  graded  only  12  pieces  as  MS  65,  with  3  more  at  the 
MS  66  level,  (photo) 
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NGC  1897-0  MS  65 


2082  NGC  1897-0  MS  65.  The  1897-0  is  one  of  the  most  highly  respected 
of  all  the  condition  rarities  in  the  entire  Morgan  dollar  series.  This  issue 
is  synonotnous  with  poor  luster,  a  weak  strike,  and  numerous  bagmarks. 
Obviously,  this  coin  breaks  with  the  tradition  for  the  date  as  it  is  fully 
stmck  right  down  to  the  finest  hair  detail  over  the  ear  of  Liberty.  The 
luster  is  excellent  as  well  being  thick  and  satiny,  a  far  cry  from  the  usual 
drabness  seen  on  even  lower  grade  mint  state  coins.  There  are  no 
abrasions  large  enough  to  merit  individual  mention,  which  may  present 
somewhat  of  a  problem  to  anyone  wishing  to  trace  the  pedigree  of  this 
important  coin.  There  is,  however,  a  distinctive  light  golden-brown 
patina  that  covers  most  of  the  reverse,  although  in  a  somewhat  irregular 
fashion.  Of  the  greatest  rarity  and  importance  to  the  advanced  Morgan 
specialist,  this  is  one  of  only  4  gems  certified  by  NGC  (5/92)  with  none 
higher  than  MS  65.  PCGS  (5/92)  has  graded  the  same  number  in  MS 
65  with  an  additional  3  coins  in  higher  grades,  (photo) 


2083  PCGS  1897-S  MS  65.  Well  struck  with  superb  mint  luster  and  a  touch 
of  light  peripheral  color. 

2084  PCGS  1897-S  MS  65.  Beautiful  white  devices,  free  from  almost  any 
marks.  Some  pale  gold  color  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse. 

2085  PCGS  1898-0  MS  66.  Exceptionally  clean  with  traces  of  peripheral 
color  on  the  obverse  and  specks  of  dark  toning  scattered  across  the 
reverse. 

2086  PCGS  1898-S  MS  64.  Smooth,  satiny  surfaces  with  a  hint  of  pale  gold 
color.  The  obverse  fields  are  virtually  free  of  marks. 

2087  PCGS  1899  MS  65.  Smooth,  lustrous  surfaces  with  extremely  light 
amber  toning  at  the  top  of  the  obverse.  Otherwise,  fully  white. 

2088  PCGS  1899-0  MS  65.  A  clean-cheeked  specimen  displaying  a  cres¬ 
cent  of  milky  golden  and  violet  toning  in  the  left  obverse  field. 

2089  PCGS  1899-0  MS  66.  Brilliant,  and  fully  white  with  exceptionally 
clean  and  lustrous  surfaces.  Strong  strike,  possessing  superior  eye 
appeal. 

2090  NGC  1900  MS  64  Prooflike.  Silvery-gray  with  sharp  central  details.  A 
very  scarce  date  with  full  prooflike  qualities.  Accompanied  by  an 
ANACS  certificate  dated  4/7/81,  certificate  number  E-7508-H,  and 
graded  MS  65/67. 

2091  PCGS  1900-O/CC  MS  64.  Brilliant  white  and  satiny. 

2092  PCGS  1 900-O/CC  MS  64.  Pale  golden  toning. 

2093  PCGS  1900-O/CC  MS  64.  Brilliant  white  and  lustrous,  with  a  sharp 
strike  and  above  average  fields  for  the  grade. 

2094  NGC  1900-O/CC  MS  64.  Brilliant  white  and  lustrous. 

2095  PCGS  1900-S  MS  62.  One  of  the  most  dramatic  cases  of  roller  mark 
grade  reduction  we’ve  seen.  The  surfaces  are  actually  very  well  struck 
for  this  date,  exhibit  full  prooflike  characteristics  and  are  very  clean  as 
well.  They  do  however  suffer  from  obvious  roller  marks  covering  better 
than  half  of  both  obverse  and  reverse.  An  interesting  coin,  far  nicer 
than  the  grade  would  suggest. 

2096  PCGS  1900-S  MS  64.  Satiny  white  and  a  couple  of  reverse  marks  from 
gem  quality. 

2097  NGC  1900-S  MS  65.  Brilliant  white  and  untoned.  Immaculate  surfaces 
and  virtually  mark-free. 

2098  ANACS  1901  AU  50.  Murky  steel-violet  and  yellow-gold  toning.  A 
key  issue  in  mint  state. 

2099  PCGS  1901  AU  55.  A  boldly  struck  "slider",  untoned  and  showing 
only  a  hint  of  wear,  most  evident  on  the  obverse,  (photo) 

2100  ANACS  1901  AU  55.  A  lustrous  "slider",  exhibiting  virtually  com¬ 
plete  luster  and  strong  definition  on  the  high  points  of  either  side. 

2101  PCGS  1901-0  MS  65  Prooflike.  Some  light  cloudy  toning,  with  some 
gold  color  around  the  periphery.  PCGS  has  graded  only  three  pieces 
higher;  NGC  only  one. 

2102  PCGS  1902  MS  62;  1903  MS  63;  1904  MS  61;  1904-0  MS  62;  (2) 
1904-0  MS  63;  1904-0  MS  64,  golden-rose  toning;  (2)  1921  Morgan 
MS  62;  and  a  1921  Morgan  MS  63.  (Total:  10  coins) 

2103  PCGS  1902  MS  65.  Mark-free  surfaces  and  satiny  luster  make  this  a 
most  pleasing  specimen;  and  a  1921  Morgan  MS  65.  A  smooth  and 
highly  lustrous  piece,  with  some  pale  gold  color.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2104  PCGS  1902-S  Morgan  dollar  MS  62,  full  strike;  1934  Peace  dollar  MS 
63;  and  a  1936  Bridgeport  MS  63,  scattered  russet-olive  toning.  (Total: 
3  coins) 

2105  PCGS  1903-0  MS  63.  A  well  struck  and  appealing  example  of  this 
former  key  date. 

2106  PCGS  1903-0  MS  63,  two  pieces;  and  a  1903-0  MS  64.  Well  struck 
and  virtually  untoned.  (Total:  3  coins)

A  beautifully  toned  example  of  this  popular  early 
proof  Morgan.  The  centers  are  a  bright  lilac  and  contrast  sharply 
against  the  deep  royal  blue  that  rings  the  perimeter  of  each  side.  Deep, 
flashy  mirrors  in  the  fields  and  virtually  unimprovable  surfaces  overall. 
One  of  only  21  pieces  to  have  been  so  graded  by  PCGS  (4/92).  (photo) 


2115  NGC  1894  PR  65.  Formerly  sold  in  our  1991  DCSE  Sale  (12/91 ),  lot 
5369  where  it  was  described  as,  "The  1894  proof  dollar  has  always 
commanded  a  premium  over  other  dates  because  of  the  scarcity  of  high 
grade  business  strikes.  Coincidentally,  it  is  also  one  of  the  best  produced 
of  all  proof  dollars  with  coins  of  this  year  breaking  with  the  weak  strike 
tradition  of  previous  dates.

That  is  not  to  say 
that  it  is  a  common  coin  in  uncirculated  grades  as  only  a  half  dozen 
pieces  have  been  certified  by  the  combined  staffs  of  PCGS  and  NGC 
(6/92).

This  is  the  finest  coin  certified  by  either  of  the  major  services  according 
to  their  June  Reports.  It  is  typical  of  all  other  known  examples  as  it 
shows  the  diagnostic  "blob1'  through  the  LA  in  DOLLAR  and  extend¬ 
ing  up  to  the  1.  However,  this  coin  does  not  show  the  usual  softness 
seen  on  most  coins  on  the  lower  obverse  stars.  This  is  the  second  date 
variety,  showing  recutting  on  the  1  in  the  date,  but  is  not  stmck  from 
rusted  dies  as  often  seen. 

The  surfaces  of  this  piece  are  exquisite,  rivaling  the  finest  gold 
dollars  we  have  ever  seen,  regardless  of  grade.

2147  PCGS  1854-D  Type  One  XF  40.  The  1854-D  gold  dollar  is  one  of 
the  major  rarities  among  all  Dahlonega  gold  coins.  The  mintage  was  a 
scant  2,935  pieces  and  many  of  those  suffer  from  planchet  laminations 
and  a  poor  strike.  This  piece  is,  however,  the  exception  to  the  rule  as 
it  shows  no  laminations  and  the  only  area  of  weakness  is  in  the  center 
of  the  hair  (not  the  date  as  usual).  This  is  a  very  pleasing  coin  for  the 
grade  with  no  distracting  blemishes  and  showing  good  reddish-gold 
color.

2150  PCGS  1857  MS  68.  The  1857  gold  dollar  is  a  somewhat  common  issue  in  lower  grades  but  becomes  very  elusive  when  one  is  sought  in  MS  65  grade.  The  few 
gems  that  exist  are  all  from  a  small  hoard  of  some  15  pieces  that  was  uncovered  in  1983  and  quickly  dispersed.  Only  10  coins  have  been  graded  as  MS  65  or 
better  by  the  major  services  according  to  the  May  population  data.  This  is  the  finest  known  1857  gold  dollar,  and  in  fact,  it  is  the  only  certified  prior  to  1864 
by  either  service. 

This  is  a  marvelous  gold  piece.  Its  surfaces  shimmer  with  bright,  frosted  mint  luster  that  races  around  the  coin  as  it  is  tilted  beneath  a  light.  The  unaided 
eye  cannot  detect  any  surface  blemishes  on  either  side,  just  the  slightest  evidence  of  die  clashing  is  all  that  distracts  the  viewer’s  attention.  The  strike  is  not 
complete,  but  this  is  a  characteristic  of  1857  dollars,  none  of  the  hoard  coins  had  a  full  strike,  so  this  should  not  be  viewed  as  a  detracting  feature.  An  outstanding 
type  coin  and  easily  the  finest  known  of  this  scarce  early  Type  Three  gold  dollar.

In  AU  or  better  this  date  is 
prohibitively  rare  and  expensive.  This  piece  has  slightly  roughened 
surfaces  from  handling  in  circulation  and  shows  a  bright  yellow-gold 
color.

From  top  to  bottom  the  surfaces  glow  with  golden 
brilliance;  brilliance  that  is  further  benefited  by  the  devices  being 
highly  frosted  and  the  mirror  fields  being  deeply  reflective.  While 
several  1876  Gold  Dollar  Proofs  have  been  seen  by  the  PCGS  grading 
service  (none  by  NGC),  this  one  easily  outdistances  them.  A  razor 
sharp  wire  edge  around  both  obverse  and  reverse  rims  attests  to  the 
bold  strike.

The  fields  show 
deep,  mirror-like  reflectivity  and  the  surfaces  overall  are  extraordinar¬ 
ily  clean  and  have  a  medium  golden-orange  color.

Struck  from  a  leftover  die  from  1 82 1 ,  most  of  the  1  was  effaced  but  a 
small  portion  of  the  serif  still  shows  at  the  top  of  the  4  This  piece  has 
razor  sharp  details  on  the  hair  curls  hut  does  show  the  usual  weakness 
in  the  center  of  the  eagle.  There  are  a  few  stray  handling  marks  in  the 
fields  from  light  circulation  but  much  of  the  prooflike  reflectivity  still 
can  be  seen.

One  Of  The  Finest  Known 


2171  PCGS  1831  MS  65.  A  spectacular  gem  example  of  this  very  scarce  Capped  Head  quarter  eagle.  The  1831  is  of  roughly  equal  scarcity  to  the  1830  and  1832  in 
terms  of  absolute  rarity  with  several  pieces  known  to  exist  at  or  near  the  gem  level,  suggesting  the  existence  at  some  time  of  a  small  hoard.  This  is  not  the  Garrett 
coin  nor  the  Auction  ’83  piece,  so  we  cannot  he  certain  of  the  pedigree  of  this  amazing  coin.  The  fields  are  prooflike  (as  usual)  and  the  strike  is  very  strong  in 
all  areas.  There  are  a  few  minute  abrasions  seen  in  the  fields  hut  these  certainly  do  not  diminish  the  considerable  eye  appeal  of  this  pristine  early  gold  coin. 
One  of  only  2  pieces  that  have  been  so  graded  by  PCGS  (6/92)  with  only  1  coin  finer.  Trends  $50,000  (6/29).  (photo)

NGC  1836  XF  45.  Head  of  1837,  Breen-6144-  Light  reddish  color  in 
the  fields  with  no  obvious  marks.  A  scarcer  variety.  Also  certified  by 
AN  ACS  identifying  the  variety  on  certificate  AB0831.

2173  PCGS  1836  MS  62.  Classic  quarter  eagles  have  always  been  a  difficult 
series  to  locate  in  AU  or  better  grades.  Strict  mint  state  pieces  are 
always  of  great  interest  to  the  type  collector  as  most  examples  are 
housed  in  major  gold  collections  and  seldom  enter  the  marketplace. 
This  is  certainly  one  of  the  more  attractive  examples  we  have  seen 
recently.  The  surfaces  have  thick  mint  luster  that  is  interrupted  only 
by  the  smallest  abrasions,  none  of  which  are  located  in  visually  dis¬ 
tracting  areas.  The  strike  is  soft  on  the  hair  curls  as  always  but  well 
defined  elsewhere  with  full  radials  on  all  the  stars.  A  fine  die  crack 
traverses  the  entire  obverse  from  star  6  on  to  the  denticles  between 
stars  12  and  13.  This  is  the  most  frequently  encountered  date  in  the 
series,  yet  only  15  coins  have  been  so  graded  by  PCGS  according  to 
the  June  Population  Report. 


2174  NGC  1838  MS  61.  A  scarce  date  in  any  grade,  but  especially  difficult 
in  strict  mint  state.  In  fact,  the  1838  is  scarcer  in  mint  condition  than 
some  of  the  more  common  dates  in  the  more  widely  recognized  (and 
more  expensive)  Capped  Head  series.  Tolerably  well  struck  with  full 
luster  and  showing  a  scattering  of  small  abrasions  over  both  sides  that 
account  for  the  grade.  Trends  $2300  in  MS  60,  $6750  in  MS  63  (6/29). 


2175  PCGS  1838  MS  65.  A  breathtakingly  beautiful  example  of  this  rare 
Classic  quarter  eagle.  The  surfaces  are  sharply  struck  throughout  and 
show  rich  reddish-orange  color.  Ex:  Eliasberg  (B&R,  10/82),  lot  105 
where  its  rarity  was  described  as,  "The  number  of  true  mint  state 
examples  can  probably  be  "counted  on  one’s  hands  with  some  fingers 
left  over,"  as  the  saying  goes."  Only  2  other  coins  have  been  so  graded 
by  PCGS  with  only  I  piece  in  MS  66  according  to  the  June  Population 
Report,  (photo)

2176  NGC  1840-0  AU  55.  A  very  difficult  early  Coronet  quarter  eagle 
that  is  considerably  more  difficult  than  its  mintage  of  33,580  pieces 
would  suggest.  Usuall  only  seen  in  VF-XF  grades,  this  coin  is  nearly 
mint  state  with  bright  semi-prooflike  fields  and  is  quite  well  stmck 
except  for  the  usual  weakness  on  the  eagle’s  leg.  A  rare  grade  for  this 
scarce  New  Orleans  issue.  Trends  $1950  in  AU  50,  $7750  in  MS  60 
(6/29). 


2177  NGC  1841-D  XF  40.  An  elusive  early  Dahlonega  quarter  eagle  that 
is  highly  prized  by  specialists  in  this  series.  The  ’41  -D  is  rarely  seen  in 
any  grade  and  this  pleasing  XF  coin  will  surely  fit  well  in  most  D-mint 
date  sets.  As  always  there  is  some  striking  weakness,  hut  after  20  points 
of  wear  this  means  less  than  it  would  on  an  AU  coin.  There  are  a  few- 
scattered  handling  marks  but  nothing  large  or  distracting.  Trends 
$3000  (6/29). 


2 1 78  PCGS  1842-D  XF  45.  Scarce  early  Dahlonega  quarter  eagle  with  an 
original  mintage  of  only  4,643  pieces.  This  coin  is  far  above  average  in 
terms  of  condition  with  the  usually  seen  example  at  the  lower  end  of 
VF.  The  surfaces  are  somewhat  average,  though,  with  softness  on  the 
hair  curls  and  eagle’s  breast  and  several  planchet  flakes  out  of  each  side. 
Very  seldom  encountered  any  finer  with  only  a  handful  of  pieces  that 
are  measurably  better.  Trends  $2900  in  XF  40.  $9750  in  AU  50  (6/29).

Fourth  Finest  Known 


2179  NGC  1843-C  Small  Date  AU  58.  The  ’43-C  quarter  eagle  is  one  of 
the  rarest  issues  from  this  popular  Southern  mint,  regardless  of  denomi¬ 
nation.  Breen  estimates  that  only  2,988  pieces  were  made  from  a  single 
pair  of  dies  on  April  28.  This  piece  is  certainly  above  average  in 
condition  and  overall  preservation  of  surfaces.  The  devices  are  boldly 
struck  up,  quite  unlike  the  soft  strikes  usually  seen.  The  fields  are 
semi-reflective  and  there  are  no  mentionable  defects  on  either  side. 
We  believe  this  specimen  may  well  be  the  fourth  finest  known  with 
the  finest  example  being  permanently  impounded  in  the  Lilly  Collec¬ 
tion  in  the  Smithsonian.  Ex:  Dr.  Jack  Adams  Collection  (Superior, 
5/92),  lot  2494  (flip  accompanies).  Trends  $1 1,500  in  AU  50,  unlisted 
any  finer  (6/29). 


2180  PCGS  1845-0  VF  30.  Even  though  4,000  pieces  were  struck  of  this 
issue  it  remained  virtually  unknown  until  a  coin  was  "discovered"  and 
promoted  by  Max  Mehl  in  the  first  part  of  this  century.  It  is  not  as  rare 
as  Mehl  claimed  (which  can  hardly  be  surprising)  but  the  1845-0  is 
still  one  of  the  great  rarities  in  the  entire  Coronet  quarter  eagle  series 
with  perhaps  2-3  dozen  specimens  known  today.  VF  is  the  usual  grade 
encountered  with  only  a  couple  of  AUs  in  existence  and  a  single  mint 
state  piece,  and  most  specimens  are  softly  struck.  This  piece  shows  some 
softness  of  detail  and  scattered  handling  marks  with  rich  reddish-gold¬ 
en  color.  Trends  $1100  in  VF  20,  $2400  in  XF  40  (6/29). 


2181  NGC  1848  AU  55.  A  rare  P-mint  quarter  eagle  that  has  long  been 
revered  by  gold  specialists  and  is  highly  prized  by  all  who  own  a 
specimen.  This  is  certainly  one  of  the  finest  known  with  bright 
semi-prooflike  fields  and  a  sharp  strike  (except  of  course  on  the  eagle’s 
leg  which  is  diagnostic).  There  are  a  few  handling  marks  scattered  over 
the  surfaces  but  the  only  one  that  deserves  mention  is  located  just  to 
the  right  of  the  date.  Trends  $2400  in  AU  50,  $8500  in  MS  60  (6/29).

Finest  Known 


2182  PCGS  1848  "CAL."  MS  66.  Formerly  apart  of  the  Eliasberg  Collection  and  sold  .is  lot  145  of  The  United  States  Gold  Coin  Collection  (B&.R,  10/82)  where 
it  was  described  in  part  as,  "...prooflike  surfaces.  This  coin  was  earlier  catalogued  as  a  full  "Proof,"  and  is  undoubtedly  a  presentation  striking.  Years  ago,  A  Guide 
Book  of  United  States  Coins  listed  this  quality  as  "Proof,"  but  currently  the  designation  is  that  "two  specimens  with  Proof  surface  are  known"  -  implying  that  they 
are  prooflike,  not  full  Proofs  in  status." 

After  the  exciting  discovery  of  gold  in  northern  California,  native  bullion  from  the  American  River  region  was  sent  eastward  to  the  mint  in  Philadelphia. 
On  December  8,  1848  228  ounces  was  received  and  the  bullion  assayed  at  an  average  .894  fine.  The  metal  was  then  converted  into  coin  form  that  same  month, 
but  with  one  distinguishing  feature:  the  quarter  eagles  stmck  from  this  California  gold  were  stamped  on  the  reverse  above  the  eagle  w  ith  the  initials  CAL.  These 
were  so  stamped  at  the  urging  of  Secretary  of  War  W.L.  Marcy,  "As  many  may  desire  to  procure  specimens  of  coin  made  of  the  California  gold,  by  exchanging 
other  coin  for  it,  I  would  suggest  that  it  be  made  into  quarter  eagles  with  a  distinguishing  mark  on  each..." 

It  is  not  known  how  many  citizens  actually  did  exchange  other  coins  for  these  new  quarter  eagles,  probably  no  more  than  a  couple  of  dozen,  as  most  CAL. 
quarter  eagles  are  found  well  circulated  with  mint  state  specimens  being  very  rare.  Those  not  sold  at  the  mint  to  collectors  were  probably  released  directly  into 
circulation  where  attrition  took  its  toll,  diminishing  the  number  of  available  specimens  for  future  generations  to  no  more  than  50-60  pieces  in  all  grades. 

This  is  a  stunning  example  of  this  classic  American  rarity  that  is  considered  by  many  numismatists  to  be  the  first  United  States  commemorative  coin-  The 
fields  are  highly  reflective  and  it  is  easy  to  see  how  in  a  less  technically  precise  era  this  coin  could  indeed  be  called  a  proof.  There  are  a  couple  of  spots  of  deep 
red,  almost  scarlet,  color  on  the  obverse  that  easily  serve  as  identifying  marks  for  this  important  U.S.  gold  coin.  Hie  strike  is  somewhat  soft  on  the  eagle’s  feathers 
on  the  reverse,  hut  the  obverse  is  fully  brought  up  in  all  areas.  This  is  the  only  coin  certified  in  this  grade  by  PCGS.  NGC  has  also  graded  one  piece,  but  it  is  a 
duplicate  appearance  of  this  coin,  making  this  the  undisputed  finest  known.  Formerly  a  part  of  the  John  H.  Clapp  Collection,  1942.  Earlier  from  the  New  York 
Coin  &  Stamp  Co,.  July  1905.  (photo)   
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2183  NGC  1849  AU  50.  A  scarcer  issue  from  the  1840s  that  is  sharply 
defined  except  on  the  eagle’s  leg  (as  always).  The  fields  are  bright  and 
semi-prooflike  and  the  surfaces  overall  have  a  rich  reddish-orange  hue 
that  is  most  appealing.  Very  few  marks  anywhere  and  just  a  lovely  coin. 
Trends  $1475  (6/29). 

2184  NGC  1851-C  XF  40.  This  Charlotte  quarter  eagle  is  legitimately  rare 
in  XF  condition  and  seldom  ever  seen  any  finer.  This  piece  does  not 
show  any  of  the  usual  mint-made  planchet  problems  so  often  found  on 
these  coins  but  there  are  numerous  small  abrasions  on  each  side, 
partially  subdued  by  rich  reddish -coppery  color.  Well  struck  for  a 
C-mint  product.  Trends  $1575  (6/29). 


PCGS  1852  MS  66 


2185  PCGS  1852  MS  66.  An  awe-inspiring  early  date  quarter  eagle.  The 
surfaces  exhibit  shimmering  mint  luster  and  only  a  pinpoint  mark  or 
two  can  be  found  on  either  side.  The  strike,  like  every  example  seen  of 
this  date,  does  lack  a  little  strength  on  the  reverse  in  the  area  of  the 
eagle’s  neck  and  shield,  but  this  is  really  trivial  on  a  coin  of  this  caliber. 
Average  to  select  uncirculated  specimens  can  occasionably  be  found 
of  this  relatively  high  mintage  date,  but  choice  to  gem  pieces  are  very 
elusive.  This  is  currently  (June,  1992)  the  only  MS  66  graded  by  PCGS 
and  one  of  just  4  pieces  dated  before  1860  to  attain  this  lofty  grade, 
with  none  higher  in  that  date  range,  (photo) 


2186  NGC  1854-C  AU  55.  As  with  most  issues  from  this  Southern  mint, 
the  1854-C  is  a  scarce  item  and  one  usually  not  seen  in  AU  condition. 
This  piece  does  not  show  the  numerous  abrasions  commonly  encoun¬ 
tered  on  most  of  the  surviving  examples.  The  fields  are  free  from  any 
superficial  disturbances  and  the  surfaces  overall  are  bright  with  signifi¬ 
cant  mint  luster  remaining.  Softly  struck  as  always  in  the  centers  but 
well  brought  up  elsewhere.  Trends  $3850  in  AU  50,  $13,000  in  MS  60 
(6/29). 


2187  PCGS  1856-0  AU  50.  Just  21,100  examples  of  this  underrated  date 
were  struck,  with  most  survivors  grading  VF  to  XF.  Only  a  single  mint 
state  piece  has  been  graded  by  PCGS  (6/92),  making  this  an  important 
coin  for  the  specialist  in  the  Liberty  quarter  eagle  series. 


2188  NGC  1860-C  AU  50.  A  very  pleasing  example  of  this  rare  final-year- 
of-issue  from  the  Charlotte  mint.  While  there  are  several  shallow  areas 
of  planchet  flaking  (common  to  virtually  all  1860-C  quarter  eagles), 
the  surfaces  are  bright  and  lustrous  and  tbis  piece  is  far  above  average 
in  both  condition  and  eye  appeal  for  the  issue.  Surprisingly  well  struck 
with  virtually  none  of  the  blurriness  seen  on  most  coins.  Only  8-9 
pieces  are  believed  to  exist  with  a  single  mint  state  specimen  rumored 
but  unrecorded  since  1980.  Trends  $4700  (6/29). 


2189  NGC  1867  XF  45.  An  impressive  later  date  rarity  with  an  original 
mintage  of  only  3,200  pieces.  Very  difficult  to  locate  any  finer,  this 
piece  is  well  struck  but  does  show  a  number  of  small  abrasions  on  either 
side.  Trends  $825  in  XF40,  $1575  in  AU  50  (6/29). 

2190  PCGS  1869  AU  50.  A  scarce  quarter  eagle  with  an  original  mintage 
of  only  4,320  pieces.  Curiously,  although  several  mint  state  pieces  have 
been  auctioned  over  the  years  and  a  number  of  coins  have  traded  hands 
by  private  transaction,  PCGS  has  not  certified  any  of  this  date  in  the 
uncirculated  grades  and  NCG  has  only  graded  2,  both  MS  61,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  April  Reports  from  both  services.  This  piece  shows  the 
prooflike  fields  common  to  most  examples  seen  and  has  a  much 
stronger  strike  than  the  usual  1869.  Trends  $850  (3/16). 

2191  PCGS  1870-S  XF  45.  Well  struck  with  exceptionally  clean  surfaces  for 
an  XF  coin  and  showing  thin  traces  of  luster  still  in  tbe  protected  areas. 
A  scarce  coin  and  one  that  is  undervalued  in  XF- AU  condition.  Trends 
$440  in  XF  40,  $975  in  AU  50  (3/16). 

2192  PCGS  1873-S  XF  45.  An  original  example  of  this  scarce  issue  that  is 
quite  elusive  in  higher  grades  than  this  coin.  The  fields  have  taken  on 
a  deep  reddish  color  and  there  are  very  few  contact  marks  on  either 
side.  Showing  some  slight  softness  of  strike  on  the  eagle’s  plumage 
Trends  $475  in  XF  40,  $1000  in  AU  50  (3/16). 

2193  ANACS  1875-S  AU  55.  A  scarce  and  underrated  date  with  a  mintage 
of  only  1 1,600  pieces.  Well  struck  with  only  slight  softness  in  the  center 
of  the  reverse  (as  usual)  and  showing  rich,  even  red  color. 


2194  PCGS  1881  VF  30.  A  popular  and  famous  issue  in  the  Quarter  eagle 
series  with  an  original  mintage  of  only  640  pieces.  This  low  mintage 
and  extreme  scarcity  in  high  grade  has  caused  many  in  the  past  to 
confuse  (intentionally  or  otherwise)  proof  strikings  with  the  much 
rarer  business  strikes.  With  this  coin,  however,  that  is  not  really  a 
consideration.  The  surfaces  show  a  deep  reddish  patina  and  only  a  few 
small  marks  in  the  fields.  This  coin  is  at  the  breakoff  point  in  grade 
between  what  is  affordable  for  the  average  collector  of  quarter  eagles 
and  what  is  only  obtainable  by  the  most  well-heeled  advance  collector. 
Trends  $1450  in  VF  20.  $3750  in  XF  40  (3/16). 

2195  NGC  1884  MS  61.  A  scarce  and  popular  late  date  quarter  eagle  with 
an  original  mintage  of  only  1,950  pieces.  This  is  a  sharply  struck  coin 
with  semi-prooflike  fields  and  only  small  marks  on  either  side.  One  of 
only  3  pieces  to  have  been  so  graded  by  NGC  (5/92)  with  2  in  higher 
grades.  Trends  $1750  in  MS  60,  $4000  in  MS  63  (6/29).  (photo) 


2196  NGC  1887  MS  62.  Another  scarce  late  date  quarter  eagle  with  a 
mintage  of  only  6,160  pieces.  Few  are  known  in  solid  mint  state 
condition.  This  is  the  only  MS  62  and  there  are  only  3  coins  certified 
by  NGC  (5/92)  in  higher  grade.  This  piece  is  fully  struck  and  displays 
bright  semi-prooflike  fields.  A  most  attractive  coin  with  suggestions  of 
a  higher  grade.  Trends  $1400  in  MS  60,  $3600  in  MS  63  (6/29). 


2197  PCGS  1888  MS  62.  Well  struck  with  outstanding  pink  and  orange 
tinted  luster.  Ex:  Chicago  Sale  (Superior,  8/91 ),  lot  680,  flip  accompa¬ 
nies. 

2198  ANACS  1891  XF45.  Doubled  Die  Reverse.  Strong  doubling  is  visible, 
particularly  in  the  word  "AMERICA". 

2199  PCGS  1892  AU  53.  A  sharply  struck  example  of  this  scarce  and 
inexplicably  overlooked  issue  that  has  the  lowest  mintage  among  all 
quarter  eagles  struck  after  1885  with  only  2,440  pieces  minted.  Clean 
surfaces  with  deep  orange-gold  color.  Trends  $390  in  AU  50,  $1050  in 
MS  60(3/16). 


2200  ANACS  1 897  MS  64.  Sharply  stmck,  with  excellent  color  and  luster. 


2201  PCGS  1902  MS  62.  Sharply  stmck;  and  a  1929  MS  62.  A  little  baggy 
but  good  luster.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2202  PCGS  1902  MS  62.  Rich  golden-orange  coloration;  and  a  1908  MS 
62.  Popular  first  year  of  the  Indian  head  design.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2203  PCGS  1905  MS  63.  Outstanding  deep,  rich  color  and  satiny  smooth 
fields.  A  premium  piece. 


2204  PCGS  1906  MS  64.  Fully  detailed  with  specks  of  coppery-red  toning, 
most  visible  on  the  reverse,  (photo)

The  Garrett  specimen  (Lot  408,  Stack’s  March,  1976)  of  this  famous  quarter  eagle  rarity,  a  proof-only  issue  with  an  original  mintage  of 
just  30  pieces.  It  is  estimated  that  only  about  10  unimpaired  examples  have  survived  and  another  6  to  9  pieces  in  grades  less  than  PR  60  (most  recently  the 
Norweb  coin  was  graded  PR  45).  All  were  coined  from  a  single  pair  of  dies  on  March  23  of  that  year. 

The  surfaces  exhibit  a  rich  yellow  gold  color  and  show  appealing  contrast  between  the  devices  and  the  milky  original  fields.  What  appears  to  be  a  defect  to 
the  right  of  the  date  is  actually  a  fragment  of  plastic,  perhaps  from  a  prior  slabbing.  The  coin  is  identifiable  by  a  small  area  of  deeper  copper  coloration  on  the 

R  V^n  the  past  2T  years,  only 'the  important  gold  offerings  of  the  Ullmer  Sale  (Stack’s  1974),  the  present  example  from  the  Garrett  Sale  (Stack’s  1976)  and  the 
Eliasherg  Sale  (Bowers’ &.  Ruddy  1982)  have  contained  choice  examples  of  this  prized  issue.  PCGS  has  graded  only  6  coins  in  grades  of  PR  60  or  higher,  thi- 
being  tied  for  the  highest  with  one  other  coin.

2207  NGC  1 899  PR  65  Cameo.  Extraordinary  contrast,  with  deeply  frosted 
features  and  watery  mirror  fields.  This  appealing  specimen  is  just  a 
wispy  hairline  or  two  from  even  higher  accolades.  1 50  proofs  were 
struck  in  this  next  to  final  year  of  the  19th  century,  with  perhaps  as  few

2208  PCGS  1899  PR  66.  A  stunning  two-toned  specimen,  exhibiting  stark  contrast  between  the  deep,  watery  fields  and  heavily  frosted  devices.  Obviously  a  coin 
that  was  handled  with  exceptional  care,  as  the  delicate  surfaces  are  virtually  flawless.  There  is  a  tiny  lint  mark  on  Liberty’s  neck,  as  struck,  and  the  fields  are 
void  of  even  a  single  hairline.  150  proofs  were  originally  struck,  with  better  than  half  either  entering  circulation  or  hitting  the  melting  pot  within  a  few  years 
Today,  examples  grading  PR  60  or  higher  are  rather  evenly  dispersed,  with  gems  actually  seen  slightly  more  often  than  lesser  grade  pieces.  This  is  the  8th  example 
to  be  so  graded  by  PCGS,  as  of  June,  1992.  Just  a  single  PR  67  has  been  certified,  the  only  specimen  PCGS  has  graded  higher  than  this  magnificant  Liberty

2209  PCGS  1900  PR  63.  Splashes  of  milky  patina  are  visible  across  the 
obverse  while  the  hairline-free  reverse  is  fully  brilliant  and,  by  itself, 
would  grade  PR  65.  Only  a  trivial  hairline  scratch  between  stars  9  and 
10  limits  the  grade.  205  examples  of  this  turn-of-the-century  proof  were 
originally  struck,  10  of  which  have  graded  PR  63  at  PCGS  (6/92).

There  is  a  noticeable  scrape  in  the  field  out 
from  the  Indian’s  nose  and  the  mintmark  is  weak  as  often  seen,  hut 
otherwise  a  nice,  lower  grade  coin.

Almost  complete  mint  luster  remains  and 
the  surfaces  show  rich  reddish  color.  Sharply  struck  with  a  well  defined 
mintmark. 


A  very 
pleasing  example  of  this  series  key.

2227  PCGS  1929  MS  64.  Smooth  satiny  luster  with  thick  mint  frost.  A 
superb  coin  for  type,  and  quite  close  to  "65"  quality.

Only  7  pieces  have  been 
certified  in  MS  63  with  only  5  finer  (all  MS  64)  according  to  the  April 
Population  Reptrrt.  This  coin  has  abundant  luster  with  pleasing  golden- 
orange  color.  The  surfaces  show  only  the  slightest  contact  marks,  giving 
the  coin  the  appearance  of  a  higher  grade.  As  is  diagnostic  for  all  1856

2229  PCGS  1858  AU  55.  A  rare  early  three-dollar  with  an  original  mintage 
of  only  2,133  pieces.  As  one  might  infer  from  the  mintage  and  earliness 
of  the  date,  not  many  1858  threes  are  around  today.  Of  the  ones  that 
do  exist,  the  vast  majority  are  in  the  VF-XF  grade  range,  with  strict 
AU  coins  being  extremely  elusive.  This  piece  shows  the  often  seen  die 
striations  that  have  in  turn  imparted  a  semi-prooflikeness  to  the  fields. 
Well  struck  throughout,  there  are  only  the  most  trivial  abrasions  on 
either  side.

2230  PCGS  1860  MS  63.  A  scarce  early  three-dollar  with  an  original 
mintage  of  only  7,036  pieces.  Only  2  other  coins  have  been  certified 
in  MS  63  according  to  the  April  Population  Report  with  6  higher.  This 
is  a  lovely  coin  with  deep  orange-gold  color  and  mildly  reflective  fields 
(as  found  on  most  1860  threes).  The  devices  are  fully  impressed  with 
intricate  detailing  that  is  usually  only  seen  on  proof  strikings.  (photo) 


2231  PCGS  1860-S  XF  45.  The  1860-S  is  one  of  the  more  available 
mintmarked  threes  and  can  he  located  without  too  much  difficulty  in 
XF  condition.  This  coin  still  shows  portions  of  the  original  pr  Kiflike 
surface  in  the  more  protected  areas  of  the  design,  and  while  slight 
friction  has  muted  the  surfaces  overall  there  are  no  unsightly  ahrasi.  >i  r 
on  either  side.  Trends  $1  575  in  XF  40,  $3250  in  AU  50  (6/29).

2232  NGC  1861  MS  62.  A  slightly  scarcer  three-dollar  but  not  one  of  the 
key  issues  in  this  series  even  though  only  5,959  pieces  were  struck.  As 
with  most  examples  of  this  date,  this  piece  shows  a  mixture  of  prooflike- 
ness  and  frost  in  the  fields  and  the  strike  is  quite  sharp  with  only  a  touch 
of  softness  on  the  lower  hair  curls.  Trends  $3150  in  MS  60,  $8300  in 
MS  63  (6/29). 


2233  NGC  1864  AU  55.  A  scarce  three-dollar  with  a  mintage  of  only  2,630 
pieces.  Very  difficult  in  mint  state  grades  and  quite  elusive  in  AU,  this 
piece  shows  some  of  the  usually  seen  semi-prooflike  brightness  inter¬ 
spersed  with  frost  in  the  fields.  Well  struck  with  a  few  scattered 
abrasions.

2234  NGC  1865  Original  MS  66.  With  only  1 ,140  originals  struck,  this  coin  was  sufficiently  rare  just  after  issuance  to  warrant  restriking  in  the  early  1870s.  Originals 
are  distinguished  by  a  low,  level  date  and  are  usually  only  encountered  in  VF  condition  with  the  occasional  XF  or  AU  surfacing.  Of  the  greatest  rarity  in  strict 
mint  state,  this  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  finest  known  of  the  original  strikings.  I  his  is  the  highest  grade  given  by  NGC,  while  PCGS  has  also  certified  1  coin 
in  MS  66  (the  same  piece.'). 

The  fields  are  bright  and  semi-prooflike  with  heavy  die  striations  evident  on  the  obverse.  Color  is  a  medium  orange-gold  and  the  surfaces  are  lightly  marked. 
To  trace  this  coin's  pedigree  the  identifying  marks  are:  a  small  copper  spot  in  the  hair  above  the  ear  and  a  series  of  tour  milling  marks  that  punctuate  the  left 
obverse  field  between  the  nose  of  Liberty  and  the  N  of  UNITED.  Of  the  greatest  importance  to  the  specialist  in  this  series.  Trends  $30,000  in  MS  65  (5/18).

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2235  PCGS  1867  AU  53.  The  1867  three-dollar  is  occasionally  available 
to  the  advanced  collector  even  though  only  2,600  pieces  were  struck. 
It  is  only  when  one  attempts  to  locate  an  AU  or  mint  state  coin  that 
some  diligence  and  patience  is  required.  As  with  virtually  all  threes  of 
this  date  the  fields  show  a  bright  prooflikeness  but  lack  the  striae 
present  on  the  1858  above.  Well  struck  throughout,  there  are  only  a 
couple  of  tiny  marks  in  the  fields  on  either  side.  Trends  $1350  in  AU 
50,  $2950  in  MS  60(5/18). 


2236  AN  ACS  1868  AU  50.  Well  struck  with  prooflike  fields.  A  very  rare 
coin  in  any  other  series,  but  when  viewed  within  the  context  of  the 
three-dollar  gold  set,  just  a  ho-hum  date. 


2237  PCGS  1873  Closed  3  AU  50.  A  very  rare  three-dollar  issue  that  has 
long  been  the  source  of  controversy  among  specialists  in  the  series 
regarding  originals  and  restrikes,  Open  3  and  Closed  3,  and  striking 
sequence.  Without  going  into  this  long-standing  controversy,  all  the 
basic  date  collector  really  needs  to  know  is  that  any  three-dollar  from 
1873  is  a  very  rare  item.  Most  survivors  are  VF-XF  and  an  AU  50  coin, 
such  as  this,  is  among  the  finest  examples  known.  The  fields  retain 
much  of  the  original  reflectivity  that  apparently  all  known  specimens 
exhibit.  It  does  as  well  show  a  slightly  soft  strike  on  the  hair  curls  and 
on  the  lower  reverse,  another  feature  that  is  apparently  diagnostic  of 
all  Closed  3s.

2238  AN  ACS  1874  XF  40.  Bright,  boldly  struck  surfaces,  accentuated 
scattered  marks.

2240  PCGS  1878  AU  55.  Bright  and  lustrous.  Perfect  for  the  gold  type 
collector  on  a  budget.

2242  PCGS  1878  MS  64.  Highly  lustrous  and  attractive.  A  perfect  example 
of  this  short-lived  type  coin. 
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2243  PCGS  1879  MS  63.  Deeply  lustrous,  with  semi-prtx>flike  fields.  Light 
marks  in  the  fields  preclude  a  higher  grade,  but  this  coin  has  consider¬ 
able  flash,  (photo) 


2244  NGC  1886  AU  58.  The  1886  three-dollar  has  an  impressively  low 
mintage  of  only  1 ,000  pieces,  however,  it  is  not  as  scarce  as  the  mintage 
would  suggest  except  in  strict  mint  condition.  This  coin  is  poised  just 
at  the  threshold  or  condition  rarity  for  the  issue  (and  a  greatly  en¬ 
hanced  price)  with  80%  of  the  eye  appeal  of  an  uncirculated  coin.  Well 
struck  overall  with  the  bright  prooflike  surfaces  as  always  seen  on  this 
issue.

2245  PCGS  1869  PR  61.  Of  obvious  rarity  in  any  grade  as  a  proof  with  a 
mere  25  pieces  struck,  this  coin  is  nicer  in  appearance  than  one  might 
expect  from  the  grade  with  deep  reddish-gold  color  and  still  flashy 
mirrors  in  the  fields.  This  is  the  only  PR  61  certified  by  PCGS  (6/92) 
with  only  3  others  certified  in  higher  grades  (all  PR  64).  It  has  been 
estimated  that  perhaps  only  10-12  examples  survive  today  in  all  grades,

2246  NGC  1876  PR  63.  An  extremely  rare  proof-only  date  with  a  mintage  of  only  45  pieces. 
Next  to  the  1875,  this  is  the  most  in-demand  date  in  the  entire  series.  It  is  one  of  the 
three  most  famous  dates  of  the  denomination,  that  includes  the  1875  and  the  1873. 
With  respect  to  rarity  and  price  it  should  be  noted  that  while  the  1876  is  not  as  rare  as 
the  1875,  the  much  greater  price  of  the  1875  makes  the  1876  seem  to  be  a  much  better 
value. 

Quite  a  few  of  the  18-20  surviving  proofs  are  impaired,  and  while  there  are  several 
pieces  known  in  higher  grades,  none  have  as  an  illustrious  pedigree  as  this  coin.  This  is 
the  Akers’  plate  coin,  photographed  in  the  definitive  1976  book  on  the  series.  The  coin 
is  easily  identified  by  a  staple  scratch  on  the  upper  reverse  on  either  side  of  the  3.  It  was 
most  recently  sold  in  the  October  Long  Beach  Sale  (Heritage  10/90),  lot  820.  In  that 
appearance  the  coin  sold  for  $29,000  and  was  described  as  having  an  obverse  that  is  "at 
least  PR  64  and  possibly  better."  This  coin  was  also  a  part  of  the  illustrious  Garrett 
Collection  and  was  sold  as  lot  426  by  B&R  in  November  1979.  Garrett  had  purchased 
the  coin  from  George  W.  Cogan  on  March  23,  1882. 

The  coin  has  "pleasing  light  yellow  surfaces"  as  noted  in  the  Garrett  catalog  with  a 
few  minor  marks.  The  grade  has  also  been  confirmed  by  ANACS  and  a  color  certificate 
accompanies  the  coin.  A  major  gold  rarity  and  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  impressive 
ANA  auction.  Trends  $25,000  (2/24).  (photo)

2247  PCGS  1888  PR  65.  The  1888  three-dollar  is  the  most  readily  available  of  all  prints  of  this  rare  denomination.  As  such,  1888  proofs  are  the  most  commonly 
used  date  for  type  purposes.  Also,  this  date  often  comes  with  a  "halo"  effect  in  the  fields,  which  adds  even  more  to  the  already  considerable  visual  appeal  of 
nearly  flawless  surfaces  and  stark  cameo  contrast  on  each  side.  This  "halo"  effect  is  a  result  of  slight  porosity  in  the  planchet  and  should  certainly  not  be  considered 
a  defect.  One  of  only  1 3  pieces  to  have  been  given  the  PR  65  grade  by  PCGS  (5/92)  with  none  finer,  (photo)

2248  NGC  1796/5  Small  Eagle  AU  53.  While  only  2,000  fewer  coins  were 
struck  of  the  1796  half  eagles  than  the  1795s,  the  1796  date  is  many 
times  rarer  in  all  grades  and  far  fewer  exist  in  mint  condition.  This  is 
no  doubt  because  there  were  quite  a  few  1795  pieces  saved  as  first  of 
their  kind.  AU  and  Unc.  1 796  half  eagles  are  very  elusive,  with  only  a 
dozen  or  so  extant  today.  This  piece  shows  rich  red  color  in  the  fields 
with  a  number  of  small  abrasions  scattered  over  both  sides,  none  of 
which  deserve  individual  mention.  There  is  a  faint  glimmer  of  reflec¬ 
tivity  that  can  still  be  seen  in  the  fields  from  the  original  prooflike 
surface  the  coin  had  when  new.  A  very  scarce  and  valuable  early  gold 
piece  for  the  advanced  specialist.  Trends  $21,000  in  AU  50,  $42,500

2249  NGC  1795  Large  Eagle  AU  50.  4  Berries.  Breen  7-X.  The  "1795" 
Heraldic  Eagle  fives  are  one  of  the  more  fascinating  stories  in  the 
history  of  the  early  mint.  It  has  been  proved  by  Breen,  J  ulian,  and  others 
that  is  was  impossible  for  these  coins  to  have  been  struck  in  1795.  The 
easiest  proof  of  this  is  on  the  coin  itself,  as  Akers  points  out,  with  the 
presence  of  16  stars  on  the  reverse.  As  the  16th  state  Tennessee  was 
not  admitted  to  the  Union  until  June  1,  1796.  These  coins  were  most 
likely  struck  as  emergency  issues  in  December  1 798  when  old  dies  were 
pressed  into  service  regardless  of  how  anachronistic  their  combina¬ 
tions. 

The  1 795  Heraldic  Eagle  five  is  only  the  third  rarest  of  the  type  but 
is  easily  the  most  popular  date  as  it  supposedly  represents  the  first  year 
of  issue.  Several  high  grade  ( AU  and  Unc.)  pieces  are  known,  this  coin 
falling  just  short  of  condition  census,  but  still  easily  within  the  finest 
ten  pieces  known  of  the  estimated  35-40  coins  believed  to  exist  in  all 
grades.  The  obverse  strike  is  strong  while  there  is  slight  localized 
weakness  on  the  eagle’s  head  and  breast  feathers  on  the  reverse.  The 
surfaces  are  remarkably  clean  and  the  coin  overall  has  a  yellow-gold 
color  that  is  not  often  seen  on  early  gold  coins,  at  least  without  a 
considerable  overlay  of  reddish  or  coppery  color.  This  piece  is  one  of 
the  highlights  of  this  auction,  a  sale  full  ol  rare  and  desirable  numis 
matic  items,  and  we  expect  it  to  generate  much  interest  at  lot  viewing 
as  well  as  in  the  auction  itself.  Trends  $25,500  (6/29).  (photo)

2250  PCGS  1798  Large  Eagle  AU  50.  Large  8,  13  Stars.  In  his  definitive 
study  of  the  half  eagle  series,  David  Akers  rated  the  Large  8,  13  Stars 
variety  of  1 798  as  the  most  common  of  the  pre- 1800  half  eagle  issues. 
It  is  in  some  rather  illustrious  company,  and  cannot  realistically  he 
viewed  as  anything  other  than  a  rare  issue.  Akers  does  go  on  to  point 
out,  though,  that  this  type  is  rarer  than  all  the  post- 1800  issues  except 
the  1 806  Pointed  6.  In  AU  this  is  a  very  elusive  coin  with  most  survivors 
being  in  the  VF-XF  grade  range.  The  features  are  well  struck  with  only 
slight  softness  noted  (as  usual)  on  the  eagle’s  breast  and  tail  feathers. 
There  are  no  distracting  marks  and  the  fields  have  taken  on  an 
attractive  coppery-reddish  hue.  Trends  $4500  (5/18).  (photo) 


2251  NGC  1802/1  MS  64.  While  the  1802  may  indeed  he  one  of  the  most 
"commonly"  encountered  of  all  early  fives,  in  the  grade  of  MS  64  this 
coin  is  lifted  onto  another  plane  of  rarity  and  desirability.  As  such  it  is 
one  of  the  finest  early  gold  coins  of  all  denominations  in  existence  a  nd 
is  tied  for  second  finest  known  with  3  other  coins.  Three  other  MS  64s 
have  been  certified  by  the  combined  staffs  of  PCGS  and  NGC  (5/92) 
and  only  1  coin  is  finer.  The  surfaces  are  no  less  than  extraordinary. 
The  original  mint  luster  is  thick  and  unbroken  over  both  sides.  The 
coin  shows  a  rich  reddish-coppery  tone  that  is  often  seen  on  early  gold 
coins.  The  strike  is  full.  Yes,  full.  We  cannot  find  any  weakness  on  any 
of  the  design  details;  th.it  is,  finely  drawn  hair  strands,  fully  popped  up 
feathers  on  the  eagle’s  breast  above  the  shield,  and  complete  wing 
feather  detail.  When  closely  examined  the  fields  reveal  a  few  tiny 
scattered  abrasions,  none  of  which  are  of  any  consequence  to  the 
overall  beauty  and  eye  appeal  of  this  magnificent  early  five,  (photo)

2252  NGC  1814/3  MS  61.  The  1814  half  eagle  is  not  nearly  as  available  as 
the  previous  year,  as  the  1813  was  undoubtedly  saved  in  larger  numbers 
as  first  of  the  type.  In  strict  mint  state  the  1814  is  quite  scarce  with  only 
16-18  pieces  believed  to  exist.  This  coin  is  somewhat  atypical  for  the 
issue  as  the  borders  are  well  struck  on  both  sides  along  with  the  centers 
which  are  sharply  defined.  Fully  lustrous,  the  only  fault  we  can  find 
with  this  coin  are  a  few  scattered  abrasions,  which  one  would  certainly 
expect  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  There  is  a  considerable  overlay  of 
attractive  reddish  color  on  both  sides  and  light  evidence  of  die  clashing 
in  the  fields.  One  of  only  2  pieces  to  have  been  so  graded  by  NGC 
(5/92)  with  7  coins  finer.  Trends  $9750  in  MS  60,  $20,750  in  MS  63 
(6/29).  (photo) 


2253  PCGS  1820  Square  Base  2  MS  61.  1820  half  eagles  are  one  of  the 
more  available  dates  among  the  Capped  Head  Left  series,  and  when 
found  they  are  usually  AU  or  better.  This  is  an  especially  pleasing  coin 
whose  grade  really  cannot  convey  the  considerable  visual  appeal  of  this 
piece.  The  grade  is  derived  from  several  small  abrasions  that  can  be 
seen  in  the  fields  on  each  side,  but  these  scattered  marks  have  little 
impact  on  the  overall  attractiveness  of  the  coin.  Most  of  these  marks 
are  greatly  subdued  by  the  deep  coppery-reddish  color  one  immediately 
notices  that  has  accrued  to  the  surfaces  on  each  side.  3  he  strike  is  crisp 
and  finely  drawn  in  all  areas  with  more  detail  than  we  are  accustomed 
to  seeing  on  half  eagles  of  this  type.  This  is  the  only  MS  61  certified 
by  PCGS  (6/92)  with  a  mere  12  pieces  graded  in  better  condition.

2254  PCGS  1823  MS  60.  As  a  date,  the  1823  is  one  of  the  more  available 
issues  in  the  Capped  Head  Left  series  of  half  eagles.  Its  mintage  was 
quite  low,  a  mere  14,485  pieces  were  struck,  hut  tor  some  reason  more 
coins  of  this  date  escaped  the  meltings  of  the  1820s  and  ’30s  than  did 
other  dates  with  comparable  mintages.  This  is  a  very  sharply  struck 
coin  with  decent  luster  and  slight  reddish  color  around  the  devices. 
Trends  $15,000  (6/29). 


2255  AN  ACS  1824  AU  50.  Another  of  the  signal  rarities  in  this  famous 
tnd  exceedingly  elusive  series  "t  half  eagles.  Of  the  17,340  piec® 
struck,  Breen  estimates  that  possibly  14-18  survive  today  and  Akers 
places  the  number  as  high  as  20  coins.  As  a  date,  Akers  rates  the  1824 
as  more  difficult  than  the  1815,  1814/3,  1818,  1820,  1821,  1823, 
1825/1,  and  1826.  Most  known  specimens  are  in  mint  condition,  but 
this  is  a  lightly  circulated  coin  that  shows  taint  rubbing  on  the  high- 
points  of  the  design  with  good  remaining  luster  and  only  scattered, 
insignificant  abrasions  here  and  there.  The  devices  have  taken  on  a 
rich  coppery-red  patina  that  provides  a  colorful  contrast  against  the 
medium  orange-gold  fields.  Trends  $14,000  (5/18).  (photo) 
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PCGS  1826  AU  55 


2258  PCGS  1834  Plain  4  MS  63.  Fully  lustrous  and  sharply  struck  at  the 
peripheries  but  showing  the  usual  softness  of  detail  in  the  central 
portions  of  the  design.  Very  rare  in  strict  mint  state  condition,  Classic 
half  eagles  are  a  series  well  worth  pursuing  both  because  of  their  rarity 
and  the  aesthetic  appeal  of  their  design.

A  flashy  example  of  this  first  Classic  Head  issue  and 
a  coin  that  would  make  an  affordable,  yet  high  grade  addition  to  a  gold 
type  set.

2259  PCGS  1834  Plain  4  MS  64.  This  is  a  coin  with  a  lot  of  snap  where 
everything  seems  to  have  come  together  and  fallen  right  in  place.  The 
strike  is  full  in  all  areas  with  even  the  hair  curls  over  the  ear  boldly 
defined.  The  fields  show  a  combination  of  mint  luster  and  semi' 
prooflikeness  that  give  the  coin  both  a  slight  cartwheel  sheen  as  well 
as  mild  reflectivity.  There  are  no  unsightly  blemishes  on  either  side  and 
overall  this  is  a  coin  with  undeniable  eye  appeal.  One  of  only  9  pieces 
to  have  been  so  graded  hy  PCGS  (6/92)  with  only  1  coin  finer.

2261  PCGS  1838-D  AU  50.  This  is  the  finest  1838-D  we  can  recall  having 
seen  in  recent  memory.  Well  struck  throughout  with  only  slight  rub¬ 
bing  evident  on  the  highpoints  of  the  design,  the  fields  are  free  from 
any  detracting  marks.  There  is  a  mild  reddish-coppery  color  that  can 
be  seen  over  both  sides  that  adds  a  bit  of  visual  interest  as  well.  This  is 
a  very  pleasing  example  of  this  rare,  key  date  issue  in  the  Classic  series.

Rich  orange  gold  highlights  about  the  penph 
eral  devices.  There  is  a  bit  of  scuffiness  in  the  fields,  but  the  strike  is 
uniformly  sharp  on  this  rare  Dahlonega  issue,  one  of  22,896  pieces 
struck.  Trends  $1,575  in  XF  40  and  $5,800  in  AU  50  (5/18). 


2264  PCGS  1841  XF  45.  An  original  green  gold  specimen,  boldly  struck 
throughout  and  showing  traces  of  semi  prooflike  luster  about  the 
obverse  devices,  along  with  a  few  scattered  surface  marks  on  the  same 
side.  A  rare  Philadelphia  issue,  one  of  just  1 5,833  pieces  minted  Trends 
$1,050  in  XF  40  and  $2,300  in  AU  50  (5/18). 


2265  PCGS  1842-C  Large  Date  AU  53.  Lustrous  and  fully  original,  with 
flashes  of  pleasing  golden  orange  color  shadowing  the  devices.  A  few 
scattered  surface  marks  are  found  on  either  side  and,  other  than  the 
typical  weakness  in  the  eagles  neck,  the  strike  is  all  there.  The  more 
common  of  the  two  1842-C  varieties,  hut  nonetheless  very  elusive  in 
high  grades.  Trends  $4,750  in  AU  50  and  unlisted  in  MS  60  (5/18). 
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;  2266  ANACS  1845-0  XF  45.  A  very  scarce  New  Orleans  No  Motto  five 
that  is  not  usually  seen  any  finer  than  the  present  example.  In  fact,  in 
AU  the  '45-0  becomes  a  major  condition  rarity  and  there  is  a  HUGE 
jump  in  the  Trends  price  between  XF  and  AU:  XF  40  $800,  AU  50 
$3350.  This  is  an  original  piece  with  an  outline  of  charcoal  gray  color 
around  the  devices.  There  are  a  few  abrasions  and  minor  scrapes  on 
each  side,  but  the  major  design  details  are  well  brought  up. 


2270  PCGS  1855-C  XF  45.  Smooth,  evenly  struck  surfaces,  far  choicer 
than  the  usual  VF-XF  specimen.  Some  traces  of  coppery  gold  color  are 
seen  about  the  peripheries.  As  a  date,  the  1855-C  falls  somewhere  in 
the  middle  of  Charlotte  mint  fives,  struck  from  a  mintage  of  39,788 
pieces.

2268  NGC  1850-D  XF  40.  Some  weakness  in  the  mintmark,  though  not 
nearly  as  much  as  the  majority  of  specimens  seen.  The  balance  of  the 
coin  is  boldly  struck  and  shows  pleasing  original  color.  Very  scarce  as 
a  date,  with  XF  examples  the  highest  grade  one  is  likely  to  encounter.

2271  PCGS  1857-0  XF  40.  A  rather  high  grade  example  of  this  final  year 
No  Motto  O-mint  (mintage  13,000),  hardly  ever  located  in  AU 
condition.

2272  ANACS  1859  XF  45.  A  scarce  and  often  overlooked  P-mint  half  eagle 
that  is  considerably  scarcer  than  its  mintage  of  16,814  pieces  would 
suggest.

2273  PCGS  1859-C  AU  53.  Sharp  and  lustrous  on  the  obverse,  with 
diagnostic  indistinct  reverse.  An  extremely  well  preserved  example,  as 
most  seen  grade  in  the  VF  to  XF  range.  Trends  $1,750  in  AU  50  and 
$6,000  in  MS  60(5/18). 


2269  NGC  185 1-D  AU  50.  Fairly  high  mintage  (62,710)  for  a  Dahlonega 
half  eagle,  but  most  specimens  grade  VF  or,  at  best,  XF  with  AU 
specimens  being  very  elusive.  The  strike  is  traditionally  weak  on 
Liberty’s  hair  curls  and  in  the  eagle’s  talons.  Trends  $3,050  (5/18).

2274  PCGS  1860-D  AU  50.  Bright  surfaces,  softly  struck  on  the  high  points 
as  is  normal  for  this  scarce  D-mint  half  eagle.  Just  14,635  pieces  were 
minted  with  only  a  handful  of  BU  specimens  in  existence,  making  this 
lustrous  AU  example  the  highest  reasonably  obtainable  grade.  Trends

2275  PCGS  1864  XF  40.  An  obviously  rare  issue,  sporting  a  miniscule 
mintage  of  just  4,220  coins.  The  surfaces  display  light,  even  wear  and 
are  free  of  appreciable  defects.  Trends  $2,100  (5/18). 


2276  PCGS  1866-SNoMottoGood6.  A  rare,  low  mintage  S-mint  half  eagle 
that  is  virtually  unknown  above  XF.  Deep  reddish-coppery  color. 

2277  PCGS  1868-S  VF35.  Bright,  satiny  surfaces  that,  if  a  bit  more  original, 
would  qualify  for  a  full  XF  grade.  An  above-average  example  of  this 
S-mint  issue,  most  often  found  in  low-end  VF  or  less.  Trends  $515  in 
VF  20  and  $2,150  in  XF  40  (5/18). 


2278  PCGS  1870  AU  55.  A  flashy,  nearly  new  specimen,  struck  from  a  tiny 
mintage  of  only  4,035  coins.  Only  some  minor  scuffiness  in  the  fields 
keeps  this  lustrous  coin  out  of  the  BU  category.  Since  no  mint  state 
examples  have  been  graded  by  either  PCGS  or  NGC  and  only  a  1944 
auction  record  exists  for  an  uncirculated  coin,  we  can  only  conclude 
that  this  must  surely  be  one  of  the  finest  known  1 870  half  eagles.  Trends

25,000  pieces  minted  and  with  most  survivors  grading  VF  or  less. 
Pleasing  rose  gold  highlights.  Trends  $1,400  (5/18).

ANACS  1873  Open  3  AU  55.  Well  struck  with  a  couple  of  obverse 
marks. 

2283  PCGS  1874  XF  45.  A  very  rare,  low  mintage  half  eagle  with  only 
3,508  pieces  struck.  Only  a  handful  of  specimens  are  known  in  all 
grades  and  this  piece  is  in  the  mid  to  lower  half  of  condition  census  f<  >r 
the  date.  This  is  a  well  struck,  original  coin  with  strong  detailing,  a  fair 
amount  of  luster  remaining,  and  an  occasional  charcoal  gray  encrusta¬ 
tion  around  the  outer  devices.  Trends  $2150  in  XF  40,  $5600  in  AU 
50  (6/29). 

2284  PCGS  1874-CC  VF  35.  Light  golden  surfaces  that  narrowly  miss  XF 
detail.  Like  nearly  all  of  the  1870s  Carson  City  fives,  a  rare  coin  in  all 
conditions.  Struck  from  a  mintage  of  21,198  coins,  with  survivors 
averaging  in  the  mid  VF  range.  Trends  $725  in  VF  20  and  $1 ,450  in 
XF  40  (5/18). 


2280  PCGS  1872  AU  50.  Pleasing,  minimally  worn  surfaces  with  ample 
remains  of  prooflike  luster  clinging  to  the  devices.  The  first  of  2 
examples  of  this  rare,  briefly  minted  issue,  one  a  mere  1,690  pieces 
struck.  Trends  $5,900  (5/18).

2281  NGC  1872  MS  61.  The  1872  is  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  With  Motto 
half  eagles,  it  certainly  has  one  of  the  lowest  mintages  with  only  1 ,690 
coins  struck.  This  is  one  of  the  finer  examples  known  of  this  rare  date, 
only  2  other  coins  have  been  certified  in  higher  grades  by  both  of  the 
major  services.  As  with  all  known  high-grade  examples  this  coin  has 
bright,  prooflike  fields.  The  devices  are  firmly  struck  on  each  side  and 
there  are  a  few  scattered  abrasions,  none  of  which  are  serious  or 
distracting.  Trends  $19,000  in  MS  60,  $45,000  in  MS  63  (5/18).

2285  NGC  1875-CC  XF  45.  A  very  rare  Carson  City  half  eagle  that  is  one 
of  the  key  issues  in  this  difficult  series  of  coins.  The  1875-CC  is  a 
condition  rarity  also  and  this  is  one  of  the  finest  specimens  known.  As 
with  all  genuine  surviving  examples,  this  coin  shows  slight  striking 
weakness  in  the  center  of  each  side.  There  is  a  faint  outline  of  luster 
around  the  devices  and  the  surfaces  are  a  light  yellow-gold  color  and 
show  a  few  small  abrasions  on  each  side.  Trends  $4500  in  XF  40,

2287  NGC  1878-CC  Fine  12.  The  surfaces  on  this  elusive  Carson  City  five

scarce  in  all  grades,  with  only  a  few  specimens  as  high  as  XF  known  to 
exist.  Trends  $1,150  (5/18). 

2288  PCGS  1881  -S  AU  58,  baggy  obverse;  1907  AU  58.  also  quite  hag- 
marked;  and  a  1908  Liberty  AU  55,  deep  orange-gold  color.  (Total:  3 
coins) 

2289  PCGS  1884-CC  XF  45.  Sharply  struck  and  displaying  considerable 
semi-prooflike  luster  clinging  to  the  devices.  One  of  16,402  pieces 
struck  and  considered  "very  rare  and  underrated  in  all  grades"  by  Akers. 
Trends  $800  m  XF40and  $3,600  in  AU  50  (5/18). 

2290  NGC  1890-CC  AU  58.  Fully  lustrous  and  a  trifle  weak  in  the  centers. 

2291  NGC  1891-CC  AU  58.  An  attractive  example  from  this  popular  mint. 

2292  NGC  1893-CC  AU  55.  Just  a  trace  of  wear  is  visible  on  this  Carson 
City  issue. 


2293  NGC  1893-CC  MS  62.  Satiny  and  struck  in  full  detail,  with  minimal 
abrasions  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  This  final  year  Carson  City  issue  is 
scarce  in  mint  state  and  only  3  examples  from  both  PCGS  and  NGC 
have  graded  higher  than  MS  62.  Trends  $1,750  in  MS  60  and  $3,850 
in  MS  63  (5/18). 


2294  PCGS  1893-S  AU  58.  Sharply  struck  with  good  luster.  A  somewhat 
scarcer  issue. 
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NGC  1895-S  MS  65 


2295  NGC  1895-S  MS  65.  A  satiny  gem  example  and  one  of  the  unsung 
rarities  among  later  date  Liberty  half  eagles.  To  be  sure,  1 12,000  pieces 
were  minted  of  this  issue  and  numerous  pricing  guides  give  it  only 
modest  premiums  over  the  common  dates.  Precious  few  examples, 
however,  were  saved  from  circulation  and  today  even  an  AU  is  very 
difficult  to  obtain.  Only  specimens  such  as  the  Eliasberg  piece  (this 
could  conceivably  be  it)  where  the  the  coin  was  obtained  directly  from 
the  mint,  seem  to  have  survived  in  mint  state.  This  is  the  only  MS  60 
or  better  example  graded  by  NGC  while  PCGS  has  certified  a  single 
MS  64.  An  extremely  important  half  eagle  for  the  specialist  in  this 
challenging  series,  (photo) 


2296  ANACS  1897-S  AU  55.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous.  A  vastly  underrated 
date  in  mint  state,  being  very  scarce  and  worth  well-above  Guide  Book 
valuations. 


2297  PCGS  1898  AU  55.  Good  color  and  luster.  One  spot  on  the  obverse 

2298  NGC  1901-S  MS  61.  Excellent  mint  luster  and  a  strong  strike. 

|2299  PCGS  1901-S  MS  63.  Vibrant  luster,  with  a  few  too  many  bagmarC 
for  a  higher  grade. 

PCGS  1902  MS  67 


2300  PCGS  1902  MS  67.  Absolutely  incredible  is  the  only  way  to  describe 
this  coin.  The  color  and  luster  are  superb  and  the  surfaces  are  as  smooth 
as  glass.  Not  only  is  this  the  finest  known  example  of  this  scarce  date 
graded  by  PCGS,  but  they  have  certified  no  66s  and  only  one  65. 
Similarly,  NGC  has  graded  one  67,  but  no  66s  and  one  65.  Whether 
you’re  a  specialist  putting  together  the  finest  known  20th  century  date 
set,  or  looking  for  the  ultimate  $5  Liberty  for  a  type  set,  this  piece 
deserves  serious  attention.

2302  ANACS  1904-S  AU  55.  Scarce. 

2303  NGC  1905-S  AU  58.  A  somewhat  scarcer  late  date  S-mint  that  is  quite 
difficult  in  full  mint  state.  Fully  struck  with  bright  lustrous  surfaces. 
Trends  $275  in  AU  50,  $825  in  MS  60  (2/24). 

2304  PCGS  1908  MS  62.  Fully  struck  with  bright  mint  luster.

2309  PCGS  1795  Small  Eagle  MS  61.  Stars  10x5.  B.3-B,  R  7  A  very  rare  variety  of  Small  Eagle  ten  that  ts  identifiable  by  the  10th  star  touching  the  hack  of  the 
cap  and  the  commadike  lump  near  the  reverse  border  to  the  left  of  the  first  A  in  AMERICA.  Thirty  years  ago  Breen  only  knew  of  the  existence  of  one  mint 
state  coin.  Since  then  the  Garrett  piece  was  sold  which  was  a  choice  prooflike.  This  is  a  third  piece  and  is  prooflike  like  the  Garrett  coin.  The  devices  are  fully 
struck  with  finely  drawn  details  on  the  hair  curls  of  Liberty  as  well  as  the  eagle’s  plumage.  There  are  a  number  of  small,  scattered  marks  on  each  side,  but  none 
that  would  easily  serve  as  identifying  marks  for  pedigree  purposes.  A  rare  opportunity  for  the  early  gold  specialist,  (photo) 
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Mint  State  1795  Small  Eagle  Ten 


2310  NGC  1 795  Small  Eagle  MS  63.  Small  Eagle  fives  and  tens  are  among  the  most  eagerly  sought  after  of  all  U.S.  type  coins.  Struck  in  only  three  years,  the  1 795 
is  the  date  usually  encountered  when  a  Small  Eagle  is  located  (the  1 796  and  ’97  carry  a  significant  date  premium),  even  though  the  mintage  was  a  paltry  5,583 
pieces.  As  one  might  expect  mint  state  examples  of  this  first  year  of  the  denomination  are  quite  rare  with  probably  no  more  than  a  couple  of  dozen  in  existence. 
Only  3  other  pieces  have  been  so  graded  by  NGC  with  the  same  number  in  higher  grades  while  PCGS  has  only  certified  2  in  MS  63  with  2  finer. 

The  fields  of  this  piece  are  bright  and  prooflike  as  is  often  the  case  on  early  gold  coins;  the  downside  to  this  being  that  the  reflectivity  tends  to  magnify  both 
the  size  and  importance  of  the  scattered  abrasions  and  scuffs  seen  in  the  fields.  The  devices  are  sharply  struck  except  in  the  very  center  of  each  side  where  slight 
localized  weakness  is  noted.  There  are  as  well  several  short,  shallow  adjustment  marks  in  the  center  of  the  reverse.  A  premium  example  of  this  rare,  short-lived 
early  type.

2311  NGC  1801  MS  60.  B  2-B,  as  are  most  every  example  seen  of  this  early 
date  eagle.  Both  sides  display  exceptionally  strong  definition  in  the 
centers  and  the  rich  golden  surfaces  are  void  of  adjustment  marks. 
Minor  scuffiness  in  the  obverse  field  is  the  only  deterrent  to  a  higher 
grade.  The  reverse  is  easily  a  point  or  two  higher,  nearly  always  the  case 
on  this  design.

2312  PCGS  1840  AU  50.  The  central  devices  on  this  lustrous  yellow  gold 
specimen  exhibit  razor  sharp  definition.  The  surfaces  show  only  modest 
abrasions  and  lack  of  complete  detail  in  just  a  couple  of  the  obverse 
stars.  The  1840  eagle,  when  encountered,  grades  VF  or  XF  at  best  in 
nearly  every  instance.  The  appearance  of  AU  is  quite  unusual.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  Akers,  "Strictly  graded  AU  examples  are  very  rare  and  1  have 
not  personally  seen  an  uncirculated  specimen."  Trends  $3,200  (6/29). 

2313  NGC  1843  AU  55.  Semi-prooflike  with  delightful  orange  highlights 
about  the  stars,  date  and  lettering.  A  scarcer  No  Motto  ten  that 
emerges  as  a  real  rarity  in  grades  approaching  uncirculated,  considered 
"extremely  rare"  by  Akers  in  AU.  Trends  $3,800  in  AU  50  and  unlisted 
in  MS  60  (6/29).

2314  NGC  1843-0  MS  61.  While  a  relatively  available  issue  in  lower 
circulated  grades,  the  '4  3-0  is  of  obvious  importance  in  mint  state.  This 
is  the  only  uncirculated  coin  certified  by  either  of  rhe  major  services 
and  as  such  is  easily  the  finest  known  example.  The  devices  have 
pinpoint  striking  details  and  the  fields  show  a  curious  mixture  of 
semi-nrooflikeness  and  mint  frost  with  the  frosted  areas  being  concen¬ 
trated  around  the  outer  devices.  There  are  no  major  abrasions  on  either 
side,  just  a  few  wispy  marks  that  do  little  to  diminish  the  overall 
attractiveness  of  this  important  condition  census  No  Motto  ten.  Trends 
$8100  in  MS  60(5/18).  (photo) 


2315  PCGS  1846  VF  20.  A  very  scarce  and  underrated  coin  that  is  seldom 
seen  in  any  grade  and  is  unknown  in  mint  condition.  The  obverse  of 
this  piece  shows  a  few  stray  handling  marks  but  overall  the  surfaces  are 
quite  pleasing,  having  taken  on  a  deep  orange-gold  color.  Trends  $875 
(3/16). 

2316  ANACS  1846  AU  50.  The  surfaces  exhibit  a  bright,  moderately 
abraded  appearance.  One  of  20,095  pieces  minted,  a  figure  that  does 
not  even  begin  to  account  for  this  coins  real  rarity,  especially  in  XF  or 
better  grade.  Trends  $8,350  and  unlisted  in  MS  60  (5/18). 


2317  PCGS  1851-0  XF  45.  An  evenly  worn  green  gold  example  and 
marginally  finer  than  the  normally  seen  VF  to  XF  specimen.  Trends 
$600  in  XF  40  and  $2,350  in  AU  50  (6/29). 


2318  PCGS  1854-S  AU  50.  Lustrous,  moderately  abraded  surfaces.  A 
condit  tonally  rare  S  -mint  eagle  that  is  rarely  seen  above  XF,  normally 
being  found  in  the  VF  to  XF  grade  range.

2320  PCGS  1855-0  XF  40.  Richly  colored  green  gold  surfaces,  with 
suggestions  of  prooflike  luster  about  the  devices.  A  modest  mintage 
date  (18,000)  that  is  generally  found  well  worn.  Trends  $1,850  (6/29). 


2321  PCGS  1857-0  VF  35.  Lightly  worn  with  subtle  golden  orange  over¬ 
tones  adding  to  the  appeal  of  this  borderline  XF  specimen.  An  ex¬ 
tremely  low  mintage  O-mint  eagle  (5,500),  rarely  found  in  any 
condition  and  with  those  usually  grading  VF  or  less.  Trends  $1,000  in 
VF  and  $2,400  in  XF  (6/29).

2322  ANACS  1858  XF  40  (ANACS  not  graded,  cleaned).  Bright  surfaces 
with  a  slight  grainy  texture  about  the  peripheries.  Liberty’s  hair  curls 
are  detached  from  her  neck,  the  result  of  a  lapped  obverse  die  and  found 
on  nearly  every  known  specimen.  The  attractive  orange  patina  on  the 
reverse  indicates  the  cleaning  was  done  many  years  ago  when  such 
practice  was  much  more  accepted. 

The  1858  eagle  is  one  of  the  most  famous  rarities  in  the  Liberty 
eagle  series,  being  hyped  by  many  of  this  century’s  greatest  numismatic 
names.  Just  2,521  pieces  were  originally  struck  and,  of  the  estimated 
two  to  three  dozen  specimens  in  existence,  most  grade  VF  to  XF.  Trends 
$13,500  (6/29). 


2323  NGC  1861-S  XF  40.  The  surfaces  exhibit  light,  even  wear  and  are 
very  pleasing,  being  quite  free  of  abrasions.  Another  of  the  rare  S-mint 
eagles  from  this  period,  one  of  15,500  pieces  struck.  The  majority  are 
found  in  Fine  to  VF  condition.  Trends  $4,750  (6/29). 


2324  NGC  1862-S  AU  53.  A  remarkable  1862-S  eagle,  surely  one  of  the 
finest  extant.  Both  sides  of  this  lustrous,  problem-free  specimen  display 
virtually  complete  luster  and  a  pleasing,  original  appearance.  Abra¬ 
sions  are  minimal  for  a  gold  coin  of  this  size  and  grade. 

Just  12,500  pieces  were  minted  and  those  that  have  survived  are 
invariably  in  well  used  condition.  Akers’  auction  survey  of  the  date 
yielded  less  than  40  appearances  over  a  35  year  span.  Importantly,  none 
of  those  graded  above  XF.  Akers  also  comments  that  "A  small  number 
of  XF  specimens  are  known  but  they  are  very  rare.  To  the  best  of  my 
knowledge,  the  1862-S  is  unknown  in  AU  or  uncirculated  condition; 
at  least  1  have  not  seen  or  heard  of  one."  Even  the  Eliasberg  collection, 
notable  for  both  its  completeness  and  quality,  contained  only  a  Choice 
VF  specimen. 

Just  a  handful  of  1862-S  tens  have  been  graded  by  both  NGC  and 
PCGS  combined,  with  this  AU  53  example  far  outdistancing  the  next 
grade,  2  coins  graded  XF  45  by  PCGS  (6/92).  Trends  $14,000  in  AU 
50  and  unlisted  in  MS  60  (6/29). 


2327  AN  ACS  1874-CC  Fine  12.  Totally  problem-free  and  displaying  even 
wear  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  A  very  affordable,  yet  pleasing 
example  of  this  more  difficult  Carson  City  ten.  Trends  $475  and  goes 
up  rapidly  from  there  (6/92).

2325  NGC  1869  AU  50.  Light  rose  peripheral  timing  with  considerable 
prooflikeness  about  the  devices.  With  a  miniscule  mintage  of  1,855 
pieces  (including  proofs),  the  1869  eagle  is  decidedly  scarce  in  any 
condition  and  very  elusive  at  the  AU  level.  Finest  known  status  is 
generally  credited  to  the  Gilhousen  specimen,  a  choice  piece  currently 
residing  in  the  Bass  collection.  The  present  example  certainly  warrants 
a  condition  census  rating,  being  the  only  coin  graded  as  high  as  AU  by 
NGC  (5/92)  and  with  none  exceeded  by  PCGS.  Trends  $12,750 
(6/29). 


2326  PCGS  1871-S  XF  40.  Original  surfaces  with  strong  traces  of  mint 
luster  and  appealing  coppery  gold  color  clinging  to  the  devices.  Almost 
always  found  with  extensive  wear,  the  1871-S  ten  (mintage:  16,500) 
ranks  as  one  of  the  most  conditionally  rare  eagles  in  this  senes  replete 
with  condition  rarities.  This  attractive  specimen  is  actually  right  up 
there  among  the  finer  known  examples  of  the  date,  being  one  of  just  4 
graded  XF  40  by  PCGS  and  exceeded  bv  a  single  XF  45  (6/92).  Trends 
$4,250  (6/29).

This  piece  is  refreshingly  free  from  the  abrasions 
that  usually  plague  this  issue,  with  the  frontiersman’s  cheek  being  clean 
and  unimpaired  by  contact  with  other  coins.  Lightly  toned  on  each 
side  with  superb  underlying  mint  luster,  this  is  a  premium  example  of 
this  rare  commemorative,  (photo) 


2483  NGC  1920  Maine  MS  62.  Untoned  on  the  obverse  with  a  light  overlay 
of  golden  on  the  reverse. 


2490  PCGS  1923-S  Monroe  MS  65.  Although  a  common  coin  in  the  lower 
grades  of  mint  state,  the  Monroe  is  an  extremely  elusive  commemora¬ 
tive  in  gem  condition.  Apparently  there  are  no  hoards  of  this  coin 
remaining.

The  first  striking  of  a  gold  dollar  after  Augustus 
Bechtler  took  over  the  family’s  jewelry  and  coining  business  after  the 
death  of  his  father  Christopher.  This  is  a  coin  that  has  substantial 
portions  of  the  original  prooflike  fields  remaining  on  each  side.  Only 
a  little  orange  color  can  he  seen  within  the  lettering  on  each  side, 
otherwise  devoid  of  any  secondary  colors  other  than  the  yellow-gold 
of  the  native  alloy.

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2562  NGC  1850  Baldwin  Ten-Dollars  XF  40.  K-la,  R.7.  One  of  the  most 
famous  designs  in  the  entire  territorial  gold  series,  the  "vaquero"  design 
(pictured  on  page  262  of  the  current  Guide  Book )  was  common  to  both' 
Baldwin  tens  and  Kohler  tens  as  well.  The  only  apparent  difference 
between  the  two  being  the  addition  of  Baldwin  &  Co.  at  the  top  of  the 
reverse  rather  than  Kohler  &  Co.  and  2 1  stars  around  the  eagle  of  the 
Kohler  coin  (coin  singular  as  it  is  unique). 

After  Baldwin  bought  out  the  dies  and  other  coining  machinery 
from  Kohler,  the  company  set  about  to  produce  a  very  large  number  of 
smaller  denomination  gold  coins.  At  first  these  were  accepted  at  face, 
but  when  their  debased  nature  became  known  they  were  accepted  by 
merchants  at  as  much  as  a  twenty  percent  discount.  Baldwin  found  his 
position  in  the  community  untenable  and  left  for  the  East  Coast  having 
made  approximately  $100,000  on  his  coining  venture.  Afterward, 
virtually  all  Baldwin  coins  were  melted  and  today  only  a  handful  of 
these  beautifully  designed  coins  survive. 

This  piece  is  well  worn  over  the  highpoints  but  shows  only  minor 
evidence  of  handling  in  the  fields.  There  is  a  slight  reddish  color  that 
can  be  seen  within  and  surrounding  the  devices.  The  last  recorded 
auction  appearance  of  a  Baldwin  ten-dollar  struck  in  gold  was  in 
RARCOA’s  session  of  Auction  ’89  where  an  XF  coin  sold  for  the

As  a  result,  the  firm’s  coins  and  ingots  were  accepted 
throughout  the  United  States,  and  the  federal  government  purchased 
the  company  in  1863  with  the  intention  of  establishing  a  mint  (not  to 
open  until  1906).  After  the  first  year's  coins  were  found  to  wear  down 
quickly,  extra  alloy  was  added  for  durability.  This  is  certainly  ev  idem 
on  this  coin  as  it  does  not  show  the  softness  of  details  always  seen  on 
the  1860  issues.  Rather,  there  is  even  wear  on  the  highpoints  and  no 
mentionahle  abrasions  on  either  side.

The  Kellogg  fifty-dollar  proof  is  one  of  the  rarest  and  most  revered  of  all  territorial 
gold  coins.  During  the  years  of  the  California  Gold  Rush  only  two  $50  round  coins  were  issued:  this  one  by  Kellogg  and  another  by  Wass,  Molitor.  Of  the  two 
the  Kellogg  coins  have  far  greater  elegance  and  beauty,  not  only  because  of  their  design  hut  also  because  all  known  specimens  are  proofs. 

Apparently  Kellogg  intended  to  produce  business  strike  fifty-dollar  rounds  but  for  some  reason  never  did,  never  getting  beyond  the  point  of  striking  proofs 
Allegedly  1  3  proofs  were  struck  but  today  only  1 1  have  been  accounted  for.  The  roster  of  known  proofs  appears  on  page  652  of  Breen’s  Comprehensive  hnovclopedui 
This  is  the  number  7  specimen  and  traces  its  pedigree  to  the  illustrious  collection  of  N.M.  Kaufman:66  where  it  sold  for  $1 15,000  in  1978;  next  to  Auction 
’80:982,  where  it  traded  hands  for  $1  30,000,  at  a  time  when  much  of  the  wind  had  already  gone  out  of  the  sails  of  the  boom  market  of  1979-80;  finally  to  lx- 
sold  in  Stack's  session  of  Auction  '84:2000.  It  is  easily  identifiable  as  the  Kaufman  specimen  by  a  surface  mark  placed  prominently  on  the  lower  side  of  star  1 
This  is  also  the  plate  coin  for  the  Guide  Book  and  can  be  seen  on  page  266  of  the  current  edition.  1  here  are  a  few  hairlines  and  contact  marks  scattered  over 
the  obverse  of  this  large  gold  proof,  but  the  reverse  is  significantly  finer,  perhaps  grading  a  point  or  two  higher  when  considered  by  itself.

The  firm  of  Norris,  Gregg,  and  Norris  holds  the  distinction  of  being 
the  first  private  firm  to  issue  gold  coins  in  California.  They  began 
striking  and  distributing  their  coins  in  May  of  1849,  three  months 
before  the  more  famous  firm  of  Moffat  &  Co.  produced  their  first  coins. 
N.G.N.  coins  are  as  a  rule  seen  more  heavily  circulated  than  AU  50 
and  this  piece  is  quite  a  high  grade  for  such  a  coin.  The  fields  are 
semi-prooflike  and  there  is  just  a  hit  of  striking  weakness,  as  usual,  on 
the  digit  5  and  the  top  of  the  eagle’s  right  wing.  A  pleasing  example  of 
this  historic  California  gold  coin.  Listed  on  page  253  of  the  1992  Guide 
Book,  (photo) 


2594  PCGS  1852  Wass  Molitor  Ten-Dollar  AU  50.  Large  Head.  K-4,  R .5. 
The  coins  from  the  firm  of  Wass  Molitor  &  Co.  have  two  distinctions 
among  the  various  issuers  of  California  gold  coins.  First,  their  coins  had 
the  highest  intrinsic  value  of  any  of  the  private  minters  with  an  average 
value  of  $5.04  per  $5  gold  piece.  Second,  they  are  among  the  poorest 
produced  of  all  California  gold  coins.  The  obverse  die  was  cut  too 
deeply  which  caused  the  reverse  to  have  much  weaker  striking  details. 
This  coin  actually  has  a  slight  dished  appearance  on  the  obverse  and 
the  reverse  is  so  weak  it  appears  to  grade  10-15  points  lower  than  the 
obverse.  Both  sides  are  free  from  any  major  or  distracting  marks,  bur 
all  the  usual  die  cracks  are  in  evidence.  A  scarce  and  important 
California  gold  coin.  Listed  on  page  264  of  the  current  Guide  Book.

Morgan’s  design 
for  the  Metric  dollar  with  a  large  head  of  Liberty  on  the  obverse  with 
hair  pulled  back  in  a  bun  and  LIBERTY  incuse  on  a  ribbon  high  on  the 
head;  the  reverse  is  the  standard  design  with  DEO  EST  GLORIA  above 
and  the  usual  statutory  inscriptions  on  that  side  as  well  as  a  wreath  of 
cotton  and  com.  Struck  in  aluminum  with  a  reeded  edge.  This  is  a 
remarkably  well  preserved  pattern  that  only  shows  a  couple  of  tiny  spots 
of  oxidation  at  the  extreme  edge  of  the  obverse,  barely  perceptible 
unless  pointed  out  to  the  viewer.

2605  1878  8TF  MS  63,  prooflike  reverse;  1887MS62  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike, 
clean  and  highly  reflective  but  exhibiting  faint  obverse  hairlines;  and 
a  1903  MS  64,  mildly  prooflike.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2606  1878  8TF  MS  65.  Superb  frosty  mint  luster  with  a  touch  o'f  golden- 
brown  color  on  the  highpoints  of  the  obverse.  A  very  scarce  dollar  in 
gem  condition. 

2607  1878  7TF  Reverse  of  1879  MS  65.  This  is  a  very  scarce  1878  variety 
that  is  almost  never  found  above  a  bagmarked  MS  63  grade.  The  cheek 
of  Liberty  is  virtually  unblemished  as  are  the  rest  of  the  surfaces,  and 
there  is  just  the  slightest  hint  of  light,  even  toning  over  both  sides. 
Fully  struck. 

2608  1878  7TF  Reverse  of  1878.  Frosty  and  displaying  a  blush  of  golden  color 
across  the  obverse. 


2609  1878  7/8TF  MS  65.  Prooflike.  With  prooflike  fields,  the  7/8  Tail 

Feathers  is  very  scarce  in  any  grade  and  especially  elusive  in  MS  65. 
When  PL  common  date  dollars  were  worth  only  a  small  premium  over 
non-PLs  some  1 5  or  more  years  ago,  we  remember  buying  a  gem  PL  7/8 
for  $75.  Like  this  coin,  it  was  toned  a  golden-rose,  and  when  it  was  time 
to  sell  there  were  plenty  of  dealers  willing  to  offer  a  profit.  This  piece 
is  fully  struck  and  shows  no  obvious  or  distracting  marks.  Good  reflec¬ 
tivity  in  the  fields,  (photo) 
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2610  1878-CC  MS  60,  attractive  orange  toning  with  neon  blue  at  the 
borders;  1885-CC  MS  62;  and  an  1886-0  MS  60,  really  new  but 
showing  a  moderate  amount  of  obverse  abrasions.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2611  1878-CC  MS  65.  A  significant  condition  rarity  among  early  Carson 
City  dollars.  This  super  frosty  gem  shows  only  the  smallest  abrasions, 
none  of  which  detract  in  any  meaningful  way  from  the  overall  eye 
appeal  of  the  coin.

2614  1879-0  MS  65.  Prooflike.  Only  occasionally  available  with  prooflike

This  piece  shows  only  a 
few  luster  breaks  on  the  cheek  and  a  few  scattered  marks  in  the  fields.

2625  1880-S,  1884  and  an  1898,  all  MS  64  specimens.  The  S-mint  is  framed 
in  attractive  golden  toning.  (Total:  3  coins)

2627  1881  MS  63,  crescents  of  toning  on  either  side;  1881  MS  61;  and  a 
1903  MS  61.

The  description 
in  that  catalog  indicates  how  impressed  that  cataloger  was  with  the 
coin:  "An  amazing  coin  with  an  awesome  appearance.  The  Finest 
Known  example.  A  Superb  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike  example.  Purchased 
in  1974  from  Dean  Tavenner  for  ten  times  bid.  Possibly  the  Finest 
Known  business  strike  Carson  City  Silver  Dollar."  The  coin  sold  at  that 
time  for  $5,800  and  is  here  offered  for  the  first  time  at  public  auction 
since  1986.  Accompanied  by  the  Superior  flip  and  plastic  holder, 
(photo) 


2658  1884-S  AU  58,  antique  gold  toning  across  the  obverse;  and  an  1897-0 
AU  58,  typical  dullish  satiny  luster.  Two  borderline  unc.  examples  of 
these  difficult  Morgan  dollar  dates  that  would  save  the  collector 
hundreds,  if  not  thousands,  of  dollars  over  fully  mint  state  pieces. 
(Total:  2  coins) 

2659  1884-S  MS  60.  Well  struck  with  much  better  luster  than  usually  seen 
on  this  issue.  The  obverse  has  toned  a  deep,  speckled  golden-brown 
with  royal  blue  interspersed.  The  reverse  shows  just  a  bit  of  color 
Sharply  struck.  Very  scarce  in  strict  mint  state. 

2660  1885-CC  MS  64-  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  Flashy  untoned  surfaces  with 
frosty  devices  and  deep  pools  of  reflectivity  on  either  side. 
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2661  1 885-CC  MS  64.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  Another  glittering  untoned 

specimen,  (photo) 


2662  1885-0  MS  66.  Prooflike.  A  pristine  specimen,  mildly  reflective  on 
both  sides  and  displaying  a  blush  of  golden  color  on  Liberty’s  portrait. 

2663  1885-S  MS  65.  Most  1885-S  dollars  can  never  achieve  this  lofty  grade 
because  of  the  numerous  abrasions  found  on  most  examples  from  the 
Redfield  hoard.  This  is  certainly  tar  above  average  with  only  the 
smallest  and  most  insignificant  abrasions  noted.  The  strike  is  complete 
and  the  obverse  is  toned  a  light  rose  while  the  reverse  is  brilliant. 

2664  1885-S  MS  65.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  1885-S  dollars  we  have  ever 
seen.  The  surfaces  are  a  shimmering  sheet  of  silver  that  are  largely 
untouched  by  contact  with  other  coins.  Because  the  devices  are  so 
clean  we  doubt  that  this  piece  was  a  part  of  the  Redfield  hoard  as  it 
lacks  the  characteristic  counting  mark  on  the  cheek  and  extensive 
abrasions.

2665  1886,  1889  and  a  1902-0,  all  MS  64  Prooflike  specimens.  (Total:  3 
coins) 

2666  1886  MS  66.  Prooflike.  A  dazzling,  fully  brilliant  specimen,  frosty 
white  on  the  devices  and  struck  with  razor  sharp  definition.  Here’s  a 
coin  that  is  so  nice  that  even  those  who  scoff  at  Morgan  dollars  could 
appreciate. 


2667  1886-S  MS  65.  Like  the  1885-S  above,  this  issue  is  also  very  elusive 

in  gem  condition;  most  known  examples  having  come  from  LaVere 
Redfield’s  extensive  holdings.  The  cheek  of  this  coin  is  quite  clean  and 
the  luster  is  smooth  and  satiny.  The  only  fault  we  can  find  with  this 
piece  is  a  slight  softness  of  strike  in  the  center  of  the  obverse. 


2668  1886-S  MS  66.  Very  rare  in  MS  66  condition,  this  is  a  one  in  a 

thousand  1886-S,  maybe  even  one  in  ten  thousand.  The  surfaces  are 
virtually  perfect.  The  luster  is  bright  and  satiny  and  there  is  just  the 
lightest  overlay  of  pale  golden-brown  color  on  the  obverse.  A  rarely 
encountered  grade  for  this  scarce  S-mint  dollar  and  a  coin  for  the 
Morgan  collector  to  closely  inspect. 


2669  1887/6-0  MS  63.  Excellent  luster  on  this  very  scarce  overdate. 

2670  1887-0  MS  60.  Prooflike.  Sharply  struck  but  peppered  with  light 
abrasions. 

2671  1887-0  MS  64  Satiny  and  very  well  struck  for  the  date,  displaying  a 
few  splashes  of  rose  gold  toning  on  the  obverse. 

2672  1887-0  MS  64.  Extremely  well  struck  and  displaying  clean,  satiny 
textured  surfaces.  The  untoned  reverse  is  of  gem  quality. 

2673  1887-0  MS  65.  Considering  the  original  mintage  of  11.5  million 
coins,  it  is  somewhat  surprising  that  the  1887-0  is  as  rare  as  it  is  in  gem 
condition.  It  is  one  of  the  great  condition  rarities  in  the  Morgan  series, 
with  most  of  the  known  specimens  in  XF-AU  grades.  Even  when  found 
in  mint  state,  the  typical  1887-0  is  weakly  struck,  heavily  abraded,  and 
shows  poor  luster.  This  is  certainly  no  typical  coin.  There  are  only  the 
most  trivial  abrasions  on  either  side,  none  of  which  are  distracting  in 
any  meaningful  manner.  The  luster  is  far  above  average,  being  bright 
and  satiny.  The  strike,  however,  shows  slight  weakness  in  the  centers, 
most  likely  from  improper  basining  of  the  dies.  An  outstanding  gem 
’87-0  and  one  that  will  be  sure  to  generate  much  interest  at  lot  viewing. 

2674  1887-S  MS  62,  pale  violet  toning  over  all  but  the  center  of  the  reverse; 
1889-0  MS  62,  sharply  struck;  and  a  1904  MS  62.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2675  1887-S  MS  64-  Fully  struck  with  light,  even  color  over  both  >ides  and 
superior  luster.  A  scarce  Redfield  issue;  1891 -CC  MS  64  Well  struck 
with  good  luster  characteristics  and  lightly  toned  over  each  side;  and 
an  1891-S  MS  65.  Fully  struck  with  bright,  frosted  surfaces  and  mini¬ 
mally  abraded  features.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2676  1 887-S  MS  65.  The  vast  majority  of  known  1 887-S  dollars  come  from 
the  Redfield  hoard  and  are  rather  heavily  abraded,  the  hoard  did  not 
contribute  many  gems  to  the  collecting  community.  This  piece  appears 
to  be  of  pre-Redfield  provenance  as  it  does  not  show  the  usual  number 
of  abrasions.  The  luster  is  outstanding  and  the  strike  is  complete  in  all 
areas.  Brilliant  and  very  flashy,  this  is  a  rarely  encountered  grade  for 
this  issue. 

2677  1888  MS  65.  Sharply  struck  and  brilliant  with  pleasing  satiny  luster. 

2678  1888-0  MS  64,  silvery  gray  with  flashes  of  golden  color  at  the  edges 
and  subtle  prooflikeness  in  the  fields;  1889-0  MS  62  Prooflike.  un¬ 
toned;  and  an  1897-S  MS  63,  mildly  prooflike  with  splashes  of  milky 
patina  on  the  obverse.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2679  1888-S  MS  63.  Untoned  with  sparkling  semi -proof! ike  fields.  A  select, 
eye  appealing  example  of  this  low-mintage  Morgan. 

2680  1 888-S  MS  65.  Sparkling  mint  luster  with  a  blush  of  yellow  gold  color 
visible  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  The  surfaces  display  minimal 
marks  and  strong  high  point  definition.  Because  of  the  Redfield  hoard, 
average  uncirculated  pieces  are  available,  but  gems  remain  quite  elu¬ 
sive. 

2681  1889-CC  VG  8,  original  and  problem-free;  1890-CC  MS  60,  milky 
gray  and  orange  patina  across  the  obverse;  and  an  1892-CC  XF  45,  dark 
russet  and  spotty  steel-blue  toning.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2682  1889-CC  F  12.  Deeply  toned  a  matte  grey,  with  some  iridescent  russet 
color  around  the  obverse  periphery  and  on  the  reverse.  Looks  like  this 
one  spent  many  years  in  a  paper  flip.  A  decent  circulated  example  of 
this  very  scarce  date. 
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2683  1889-CC  F  1 2.  A  dull  light  grey  in  color,  with  some  dark  amher  color 
around  the  obverse  periphery.  A  few  reverse  digs  should  also  be  noted. 

2684  1889-CC  F  15.  Cleaned,  though  now  retoning. 

2685  1889-CC  VF  30.  A  great-looking  VF.  Perfect  medium  grey  color,  with 
no  problems  or  detracting  marks.  Just  moderate,  even  wear. 

2686  1 889-CC  EF  40.  Light  gray  surfaces  that  show  even  wear  and  no  serious 
defects  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  A  very  collectible  example  of  this  key 
Carson  City  issue,  formerly  Lot  1770  from  the  1989  DCSE  Sale. 

2687  1889-CC  EF  40.  Cleaned,  and  retoned.  Still,  not  a  bad  looking  piece 
and  certainly  quite  a  bargain  when  compared  to  an  Unc.,  or  even  an 
AU. 


So-Called  Opium  or  Box  Dollar 


2688  So-Called  Opium  or  Box  Dollar.  This  is  an  intriguing  item.  An  1890-P 
dollar  was  cut  open  just  outside  the  denticles  and  hollowed  out,  leaving 
a  two-tiered  interior,  in  which  small  amounts  of  opium  or  what-have- 
you  could  be  stored.  Internally  hinged,  this  piece  required  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  time  to  construct  and  is  almost  undetectable  when 
closed. 


2689  1890-CC  MS  65.  This  coin  has  superb,  frosted  mint  luster  that  is 

covered  with  a  thin  layer  of  light  gray  patina  over  both  sides.  The  fields 
have  a  bright  flash  also  that  is  not  quite  prooflike,  but  intensely 
lustrous.  Fully  struck  and  minimally  abraded  as  well,  this  is  a  rarely 
encountered  grade  for  this  scarcer  Carson  City  dollar. 


2690  1 890-0  MS  60,  semi-prooflike  but  somewaht  baggy;  and  an  1 892-S  XF 
45,  light  gray  in  color  and  showing  only  modest,  even  wear.  (Total:  2 
coins) 

2691  1890-0  MS  64.  Smooth,  satiny  luster  with  a  trace  of  color  on  the 
obverse.  The  reverse  is  fully  white. 


2692  1890-0  MS  65.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  This  is  an  astonishing  1890-0 

dollar.  It  would  be  an  incredible  coin  even  if  it  did  not  have  reflective 
fields  because  of  the  strike  this  coin  possesses.  Anyone  vaguely  familiar 
with  silver  dollars  knows  not  to  expect  a  full  strike  on  1890-92  New 
Orleans  dollars.  But  here  is  the  exception  to  the  rule.  This  coin  has 
finely  drawn  hair  and  feather  details,  even  the  single  strand  of  hair  just 
over  the  ear  shows!  The  strike  is  so  incredible  on  this  coin  one  could 
easily  forget  the  how  scarce  this  issue  is  with  deeply  reflective  mirrors 
in  the  fields.  1890-0  dollars  are  very  scarce  with  prooflike  fields  and 
most  of  those  that  are  around  are  softly  struck,  especially  on  the  reverse, 
due  to  improper  basining  of  the  dies.  We  urge  all  dollar  specialists  to 
examine  this  lot  as  it  may  be  many  moons  before  another  ’90-0  of  this 
quality  enters  the  market. 


2693  1890-S  MS  65.  Prooflike.  Lightly  toned  with  full  highpoint  definition 
over  both  sides.  Like  many  of  the  other  gem  dollars  in  this  auction, 
they  appear  to  have  been  collected  on  the  basis  of  luster  as  the  primary 
grading  consideration.  The  luster  on  this  piece  is  heavily  frosted  and 
the  fields  are  semi-prooflike.  Both  sides  are  toned  a  light  gray-golden 
with  no  bagging  marks  of  any  consequence.  Fully  struck  as  well. 

2694  1891  MS  64.  Splendid  royal  blue  highlights  on  the  obverse,  while  the 
reverse  devices  are  outlined  in  rose-gold  shades.  A  pleasing,  wholly 
original  example,  formerly  Lot  1459  from  the  Seneca  Sale. 

2695  1891-CC  MS  62.  Milky  gray  and  green-gold  toning  atop  mildly 
prooflike  surfaces. 

2696  1 891  -CC  MS  63.  An  especially  clean  and  frosty  specimen  tor  the  grade, 
boldly  struck  in  the  centers  and  just  a  couple  minor  marks  on  Liberty's 
chin  and  neck  from  consideration  as  an  MS  64- 

2697  1891-0  MS  64-  Well  struck  with  just  a  splash  or  two  of  light  toning 
Lot  2958  from  the  1989  June  DCSE  Sale. 

2698  1891-0  MS  64  Sharper  than  average  tor  this  conditionally  scarce 
O-mint  date,  with  splashes  of  light  rose  gold  color.  Lot  2042  from  the 
1988  Fall  Long  Beach  Sale. 


2699  1892  MS  65.  Well  struck,  but  lacking  complete  highpoint  definition, 

this  is  nevertheless  an  attractive  gem  1892  dollar  that  has  bright  satiny 
luster  and  virtually  no  abrasions,  certainly  none  one  would  consider 
distracting.  Lightly  toned.  A  rare  dollar  in  this  lofty  grade. 


2700  1 892-CC  MS  64.  There  are  a  few  tiny  pinpoint  pricks  into  the  surface 

of  the  cheek,  this  being  all  that  separates  this  coin  from  a  full  gem 
specimen.  Otherwise,  the  luster,  strike,  patina,  and  overall  eye  appeal 
are  all  that  of  a  full  gem  coin.  Very  scarce  and  desirable. 


2701  1 892-0  MS  65.  Smooth,  virtually  unblemished  surfaces  and  showing 

the  usual  coruscant  mint  luster  this  issue  is  known  for.  The  all-impor¬ 
tant  strike  is  almost  complete,  lacking  just  a  bit  of  definition  over  the 
ear.  An  outstanding  1892-0  dollar  that  deserves  a  place  in  one  of  the 
finer  sets  of  Morgans. 


2702  1892-S  MS  60.  Cleaned  once  and  thus  ineligible  for  certification  by 
PCGS  or  NGC,  this  rare,  key  date  coin  is  fully  struck  with  bright, 
semi -prooflike  fields.  There  is  just  a  bit  of  golden-brown  color  scattered 
over  each  side,  just  enough  to  partially  subdue  the  unnatural  brightness 
from  the  cleaning.  A  rare  and  very  valuable  key  date  dollar  that  is 
seldom  seen  above  XF  condition. 

2703  1893  MS  64  Well  struck  with  pleasing  satiny  luster  and  showing  a  thin 
layer  of  light  gray  patina  over  both  sides.  A  scarce  dollar  in  nice, 
problem-free  condition. 

2704  1893  MS  65.  Almost  never  found  in  gem  condition,  the  1893  is 
among  the  more  difficult  condition  rarities  in  the  Morgan  series.  Its 
mintage  was  an  impressively  low  389,000  pieces  and  only  a  handful 
have  survived  the  past  hundred  years  in  top  grade  for  collectors  of  this 
popular  series.  Fully  struck  in  every  respect  with  thick  cartwheel  luster, 
the  surfaces  are  generally  untoned  but  do  show  highlights  of  golden- 
brown  on  the  obverse. 


2705  1893-CC  MS  60.  Scratches,  hairline  style  are  visible  on  both  obverse 

and  reverse  of  this  boldly  struck  example.  Formerly  lot  2171  from  our 
1990  February  Long  Beach  Sale,  (photo) 


2706  1893-S  F  12.  An  original,  uncleaned  coin  with  lightly  patinated 
surfaces  and  just  a  few  light  handling  marks. 

2707  1894  EF  45.  Cleaned  once  and  now  beginning  to  retone. 

2708  1894  AU  58.  Boldly  struck  with  a  hard,  satiny  brilliance  and  splashes 
of  mottled  violet  toning  most  evident  on  the  obverse.  Close  examina¬ 
tion  reveals  a  few  trivial  slidemarks  on  Liberty’s  cheek,  keeping  this 
key  issue  out  of  mint  state  classification. 


2709  1 894  MS  64.  An  impressive,  high-end  example  or  thi>  major  Morgan 

rarity.  The  mintage  was  a  very  low  1 10,972  pieces  and  most  survivors 
are  only  found  in  circulated  condition.  This  piece  has  excellent  luster 
and  its  surfaces  are  lightly  toned  in  the  fields  with  no  distracting  marks 
on  the  devices. 


2710  1894-S  MS  60.  Both  sides  exhibit  a  strong  strike  and  a  monochromatic 
silvery-gray  finish.  A  light  abrasion  is  seen  on  Liberty’s  cheek,  in 
addition  to  some  faint  roller  marks. 

2711  1894-S  MS  63.  Formerly  sold  in  our  1988  ANA  Mid- Winter  Sale  as 
lot  2551  (flip  accompanies)  where  it  was  described  as,  "A  lustrous, 
minimally  abraded  example  of  this  scarce  issue." 

2712  1895-S  AU  50.  Lightly  worn  silvery-gray  surfaces.  A  very  difficult  date 
to  locate  in  comparable  condition. 

2713  1895-S  AU  55.  Untoned  and  displaying  prooflike  qualities  on  the 
reverse.  This  key  date  Morgan  is  on  many  a  want  list  in  XF  and  AU 
condition. 

2714  1896  MS  65.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  The  surfaces  are  fully  detailed 
and  show  only  a  hint  of  light  milky  patina  on  the  obverse.  There  is  no 
question  of  the  DMPL  status  of  this  coin,  as  the  fields  display  impressive 
watery  reflectivity. 

2715  1896-0  MS  60.  Lighltv  toned  with  the  subdued  satiny  luster  this  issue 
is  known  for.  A  very  scarce  issue  in  strict  mint  state. 
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1901-S  MS  65 


2716  1897-S  MS  65.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  Brilliant,  fully  struck,  and 

virtually  abrasion-free,  the  surfaces  of  this  beautiful  coin  have  a  mod¬ 
erate  cameo  contrast  on  each  side.  Very  scarce  as  such. 


2717  1897-S  MS  66.  Outstanding  mint  frost  that  rolls  around  the  surfaces 
of  this  beautiful  coin  as  it  is  tilted  beneath  a  light.  The  coin  is  untoned 
and  has  as  much  ''flash"  as  any  we  can  remember  seeing  recently.  There 
are  only  the  most  trivial  luster  breaks  and  we  can  find  no  bagmarks 
worthy  of  mention.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  in  all  areas,  only  lacking 
complete  definition  just  over  the  ear.  A  very  impressive  example  of  this 
scarce  late  date  Morgan. 

2718  1898  MS  65.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  While  ’98-P  dollars  are  occasion¬ 
ally  available  with  reflective  fields,  it  is  very  rare  that  one  is  deeply 
mirrored.  In  part  this  is  due  to  the  method  of  manufacture  around  the 
turn  of  the  century.  It  became  fashionable  to  strike  prooflike  and  proof 
coins  with  little  or  no  contrast,  this  is  especially  true  after  1901.  This 
coin  has  very  deep  mirrors  in  the  fields  and  does  show  a  moderate 
amount  of  contrast  as  well,  although  this  effect  is  somewhat  subdued 
by  the  lilac  toning  that  blankets  both  sides.  This  is  a  gem  of  the  first 
water,  being  virtually  abrasion-free  and  fully  struck.  A  rare  opportunity 
for  the  prooflike  collector. 

2719  1898-0  MS  64;  and  a  1902-0  MS  65.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2720  1899-S  MS  65.  This  is  a  very  difficult  Morgan  dollar  issue  that  many 
people  do  not  recognize  as  being  all  that  elusive  until  they  try  to  locate 
a  gem.  As  a  result,  in  the  past  there  have  been  several  hoards  of  20-40 
pieces  accumulated  by  knowledgeable  dollar  aficianados  who  purchase 
MS  65  coins  when  they  do  enter  the  marketplace.  This  piece  is  well 
struck  and  has  somewhat  subdued  mint  frost  and  has  taken  on  a  light 
lilac  and  blue  patina  on  the  obverse  while  the  reverse  is  mostly 
untoned.  Clean  surfaces  overall  and  quite  an  attractive  piece. 

2721  1900  MS  66.  Fully  struck  and  lightly  toned,  the  satiny  luster  shimmers 
over  the  surfaces  of  this  coin  uninterrupted  by  any  but  the  most  trivial 
abrasions.  A  handsome  example  of  this  scarcer  date  in  MS  66. 

2722  1900  MS  66.  Satiny  and  incredibly  well  preserved,  displaying  near 
flawless  surfaces  and  excellent  sharpness  over  Liberty’s  ear  and  on  the 
eagle’s  breast.  One  could  hunt  through  roll  after  roll  of  this  date  and 
never  come  up  with  a  coin  this  nice. 

2723  1900-0  MS  65.  Prooflike.  Fully  struck  and  brilliant.  Scarce  as  a 
prooflike,  especially  in  65  grade. 

2724  1900-0  MS  65.  Prooflike.  A  shimmering,  fully  brilliant  specimen. 

2725  1900-0  MS  66.  Prooflike.  A  superior  example  of  this  otherwise  com¬ 
mon  issue.  The  surfaces  are  fully  detailed  and  display  modest  reflective 
qualities  in  the  fields,  all  with  extremely  minimal  abrasions,  (photo) 

2726  1900-S  MS  65.  While  many  lower  grade  1900-S  dollars  came  from 
the  Redfield  hoard,  few  gems  emerged.  This  piece  has  bright,  satiny 
luster  and  is  well  struck  with  occasional  light  golden-brown  toning 
over  both  sides.  A  scarce  and  worthwhile  dollar  when  found  in  this 
lofty  grade. 

2727  1901  MS  60.  Scattered  amber  and  gold  toning  around  both  the  obverse 
and  reverse  periphery. 

2728  1901-S  MS  65.  Unlike  most  1901-S  dollars  seen,  this  piece  does  not 
show  the  usually  numerous  abrasions  that  prevent  most  examples  from 
grading  as  high  as  this  coin.  The  luster  is  unbroken  by  significant  signs 
of  contact  with  other  coins  in  a  hag  or  roll.  This  lightly  toned  dollar 
must  have  been  well  taken  care  of  since  its  minting.  It  lacks  just  a  bit 
of  central  definition,  this  being  the  only  fault  we  can  find  on  this 
superior  example  of  this  rare  date  Morgan. 


2729  1901-S  MS  65.  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike.  The  1901-S  is  one  of  the  rarest 

of  all  Morgan  dollars  with  deeply  reflective  fields.  In  fact,  just  finding 
a  coin  that  is  universally  recognized  as  prooflike  is  difficult  enough,  and 
DMPLs  are  rare  as  hen’s  teeth.  Most  prooflike  1901-S  dollars  are  held 
in  major  collections  and  only  surface  when  one  of  these  collections  is 
sold.  This  piece  not  only  has  deeply  reflective  fields  but  it  also  shows 
a  moderate  cameo  effect  which  is  most  unusual  on  any  dollars  of  this 
era.  Well  struck  and  minimally  abraded  as  well,  the  surfaces  are  brilliant 
and  unaffected  by  even  the  slightest  toning,  (photo) 


2730  1902  MS  65.  Prooflike.  Like  the  1901-S  above,  this  is  another  very' 
elusive  prooflike  dollar.  The  fields  of  this  coin  have  bright,  sparkling 
mirrors  and,  while  not  exhibiting  any  contrast,  do  show  considerable 
depth  of  reflectivity.  The  strike  is  also  unusually  strong,  even  on  the 
reverse,  which  is  hard  to  say  about  most  dollars  stmck  from  C4  reverse 
dies.  Virtually  abrasion-free,  the  surfaces  show  a  single  triangular  area 
of  mint-made  roughness  in  the  right  obverse  field  as  the  only  detracting 
superficial  feature  on  this  coin. 

2731  1902  MS  65.  Prooflike.  A  very  scarce  prooflike  example  of  this 
late-date  Philadelphia  issue.  The  obverse  displays  only  a  few  splashes 
of  milky  toning  while  the  glittering  reverse  is  essentially  brilliant. 

2732  1902-0  MS  66.  An  impeccable  semi-prooflike  example,  struck  with 
the  sharpness  of  any  early  S-mint  Morgan  and  nearly  free  of  surface 
marks. 

2733  1902-S  MS  63.  Essentially  untoned,  lustrous  and  particularly  clean  on 
the  reverse. 
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2734  1902-S  MS  65.  Although  a  hit  softly  struck  in  the  centers  as  usual, 

this  coin  does  exhibit  the  superb  luster  and  overall  high  quality  that 
this  date  is  known  for  without  the  numerous  bagmarks  normally 
encountered.  The  obverse  is  toned  in  deep  mottled  colors  while  the 
reverse  is  brilliant.  A  very  scarce  dollar  in  gem  condition. 


2735  1903-0  MS  64-  Golden-orange  toning  about  the  peripheries. 

2736  1904  dollar  MS  60  artificially  toned;  1892  Columbian  AU  58,  beauti¬ 
fully  iridescent  highlights;  and  an  1893  Columbian  AU  58,  attractive 
toning  covers  both  sides.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2737  1904-0  MS  65.  Splendid  golden-orange  toning  with  flashes  of  blue  at 
the  rims;  1904-0  MS  65  Prooflike.  Roth  sides  are  draped  in  original 
rose  gold,  orange  and  blue  toning;  and  a  1904-0  MS  65.  Mildly 
prooflike  under  glorious  golden  orange  and  blue  toning.  (Total:  3  coins) 

2738  1904-0  MS  65.  The  toning  is  a  bit  lighter,  but  every  bit  as  beautiful  as 
the  previous  examples. 

2739  1904-0  MS  65.  Another  colorful  specimen,  with  semi-reflective  spar¬ 
kle  underneath. 

2740  Three  1 904-0  dollars,  all  clean  and  lustrous  MS  65  specimens.  (Total: 
3  coins) 

2741  1921  MS  63.  Prooflike.  Brilliant. 

2742  1921  MS  65.  Prooflike.  Light  peripheral  color  with  superior  luster 
characteristics  make  this  an  attractive  1921  dollar,  and  quite  a  scarce 
item  as  such. 

2743  192 1-D  MS  65.  An  appealing  and  original  example  of  this  scarce  and 
worthwhile  1921  dollar.  The  192 1-D  is  quite  scarce  in  strict  gem 
condition  and  is  worth  pursuing  because  this  was  the  only  year  in  which 
the  Denver  mint  struck  Morgan  dollars.  As  such,  it  is  a  much  needed 
type  coin.  The  surfaces  show  excellent  mint  luster  beneath  the  multi¬ 
colored  speckled  toning  that  covers  both  sides. 

2744  1921-S  MS  65.  The  S-mint  is  the  most  difficult  of  the  three  1921 
issues  to  locate  in  gem  condition.  Like  the  other  1921  dollars,  most 
were  released  into  circulation  and  the  ones  that  weren’t  are  usually 
found  heavily  abraded  from  many  years  of  being  shuffled  around  in 
mint  sewn  bags.  This  piece,  however,  has  the  bright  mint  frost  that  this 
issue  is  known  for,  but  is  free  from  the  usually  numerous  bagmarks. 
Mostly  untoned  there  is  just  the  lightest  overlay  of  pale  color  on  the 
obverse. 

PEACE  DOLLARS 

2745  1921  AU  55,  lustrous  and  delicately  timed  at  the  peripheries;  and  a 
1926  MS  64,  dark  specks  of  obverse  toning  with  a  crescent  of  orange 
gold  about  the  reverse  border.  (Total:  2  coins) 

2746  1922-D  MS  65.  The  superh  mint  luster  has  remained  fully  brilliant  on 
the  reverse  while  the  obverse  has  taken  on  a  subtle,  mottled  golden- 
rose  patina.  Fully  struck  and  quite  scarce  in  gem  condition. 

2747  1924  MS  66.  An  outstanding  high-end  Peace  dollar  whose  surfaces 
are  virtually  free  from  superficial  imperfections.  The  luster  on  this  coin 
is  electrifying.  It  is  bright  and  lays  over  the  surfaces  in  a  sheet  ot 
shimmering  silver  that  is  mostly  untoned  but  does  show  an  arc  ot  hazy 
golden  color  on  the  left  side  of  the  obverse.  A  must-see  coin  for  the 
Peace  dollar  collector. 

2748  1925-S  MS  64-  Untoned  with  an  above  average  strike  for  this  normally 
weak  issue. 

2749  1927-S  MS  63.  Bright,  shimmering  lustrous  surfaces  with  a  few  scat¬ 
tered,  small  marks. 


2750  1927-S  MS  64.  The  bright  satiny  luster  is  overlaid  by  several  layers  of 
unusually  intense  colors  in  the  center  of  each  side.

2843  1826  Large  Cent—Double  Brockage.  This  is  one  of  the  rarest  and 

most  fascinating  error  coins  we  have  ever  encountered.  A  brockage  is 
created  when  a  struck  coin  sticks  to  the  die  rather  than  being  ejected. 
The  struck  coin  then  becomes  a  die  itself  and  is  called  a  die  cap.  Then 
when  the  next  planchet  is  fed  into  the  coining  chamber  and  struck, 
the  die  cap  impresses  a  mirrored,  recessed  image  of  the  die  cap  onto 
the  coin.  Normally  this  only  happens  on  one  side  of  the  coin. 

The  only  mention  of  a  double  brockage  is  in  the  Spadone  error 
book:  "It  is  hardly  likely  two  coins  will  be  stuck  to  both  the  upper  and 
lower  dies,  however,  if  it  is  possible,  there  will  be  two  incused  impres¬ 
sions,  an  obverse  and  a  reverse,  a  truly  prized  error."  That  is  exactly 
what  is  seen  on  this  coin:  an  obverse  and  reverse  impression,  both 
incused.  However,  we  do  suspect  that  this  was  a  manufactured  "error" 
rather  than  something  that  was  accidentally  produced.  The  planchet 
has  several  deep  laminations  and  it  is  smaller  and  thinner  than  a 
normal  Large  cent  planchet  and  has  a  somewhat  irregular  shape.  The 
standard  weight  for  Large  cents  is  10.89  grams  and  this  piece  only 
weighs  6.97  grams— all  of  which  leads  one  to  believe  this  was  a  scrap 
piece  of  copper  used  to  receive  impressions  from  two  die  caps  simulta¬ 
neously.  Nevertheless,  a  rare  and  highly  desirable  striking  error  that 
should  be  of  great  interest  to  the  advanced  specialist  in  the  field.

3024  Circa  1866-67  Fractional  Currency  Shield.  Fractional  Currency  shields  are  one  of  the 
most  popular  of  all  numismatic  items.  They  were  sent  to  banks  around  the  country  as 
an  anti-counterfeiting  device,  these  shields  hung  in  bank  offices  around  the  country  in 
the  19th  century.  This  is  most  likely  one  of  the  shields  that  was  actually  used  for  some 
time,  then  folded,  and  pur  away.  There  is  a  wide  crease  that  runs  the  entire  width 
approximately  a  third  of  the  way  from  the  bottom.  There  is  no  evidence  of  waterstaining 
at  the  bottom  as  there  is  with  most  of  the  shields  that  remained  in  the  basement  of  a 
Washington  building  and  were  water  damaged.
